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THE ENGLISH TORY POLICY

AN AGGRESSIVE SPEECH BY LORD 
RANDOLPH CHURCHILL, 
THE LIBERALS DENOUNCED AS SHAMS AND 
IMPOSTORS AND MANY REFORM MEAS- 
URES PROMISED. 


Loypoy, June 3 —Lord Randolph 
Churchill, addressing a gathering of Conserv- 
atives to-night, said the Tory policy was per- 
sistently to expose the failure of the Liberal 
Party to take measures to remedy its disastrous 
results, to maintain the unity of Great Britaiao 
and Ireland, and to develop the natural resources 
of the country. If it had not been for the fam- 
ine and change of Government in 1880 Ireland 
would now have been in a mest promis- 
ing condition. Mr. Gladstone’s domestic pol- 
loy placed commerce and manufacturing in 
the hands of foreigners. The Tories, if re- 
turned to power, would make an inquiry 
into the causes of the present unexampled 
depression in trade,and by a comprehensive 
revision of the fiscal revenue arrangements 
restore to the working classes their commercial 
and manufacturing predominance. The Tories 
would also promote Parliamentary inquiry into 
the expenditure and management of every Gov- 
ernment department; direct attention to re- 
form in Parliamentary procedure, especially 
es regards hours of business and recourse 
largely to committees; pass a large 
pcheme of reform for the local government 
of freland, England, and the metropolis; re- 
establish the alliance with Turkey, and face any 
responsibility tor the security of India. Lord 
Randolph was confident, however, that if the 
Tories were placed in power Russia would advance 
no further. The Tories were the real peace and 
reform party; the Liberals were only shams, im- 
posters, and humbugs, Lord Randoiph will visit 
Dublin in the Autumn on a political tour. 

The majority of the Cabinet, led by Earl Spen- 
cer, have determined to maintain the following 
provisions of the lrish Crimes act: First, en- 
abling a change of venue of a trial; sec- 
ond, giving power to try special cases 
with special jurors; third, giving power to 
try summarily for intimidation before two resi- 
Gent magistrates; fourth, giving power to con- 
duct a preliminary secret examination. A com- 
promise has been arranged with the minority on 
the proposal] of Sir Charles Dilke to limit the 
operation of the act to one year. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, President of the 
Board of Trade, delivered a speech at Bir- 
mingham this evening. He said he wished 
the Liberals to have more faith in 
their remedial legislation. He attributed 
the pacific state of Ireland not to coercion, but 
to the reform of the land lawsand the removal of 
déep-seated agrarian grievances. Coercion was 
only foran emergency, and when that emergency 
was past it was the duty of a wise statesman 
to seek for the causes of discontent and 
attempt to remedy them. The task of the 
new Parliament would be to give the wid- 
est possible self-government to Ireland 
consistent with the integrity of the empire, and 
to finda safe mean between separation, which 
wouid be disastrous to Ireland and danger- 
ous to England, and excessive cen- 
tralization, which would impede _legisla- 
tion. Mr. Chamberlain said he believed 
that the Afghan diificulty would soon be settled. 
He attached the greatest importance to the 
friendship of France. England’s object in re- 
maining in Egypt was to secure the independ- 
ence of the country. 


OPPOSING GERMANY’S PLANS. 
CHE SULTAN OF ZANZIBAR OPENLY DEFY- 
ING THE GREAT EMPIRE. 

ZANZIBAR, June 3.—Owing to a treaty of 
alliance concluded by Germany with Simba, the 
rebel chief of Lamo, the German repre- 
sentative here has called upon the Sultan 
to suspend hostilities against Simba. The 
Sultan. complying with the request of the chiefs 
of the Chagga and Kilimanjaro districts, has ac- 
cepted suzerainty over their country. 

BERLIN, June 3.—The North German Ga- 
géette,in an article on the present dispute be- 
tween Germany and the Sultan of Zanzi- 
bar, says Germany has no. designs against 
the independence of the Sultan. Ger- 
Many, the Gazette continues, sought to se- 
cure a treaty of friendship and commerce 
with him,and merely endeavored, in common 
With other powers, under the decisions of the 

rlin conference, to obtain the facilities of 
trade through the Sultan's coast territory, 
with no intention of using force to procure 
the treaty. The Suitan, however, the 
article says, claims the territory occupied by the 
German East African Company, which secured 
its title properly from native chiefs; has ordered 
troops to enter it, and has taken hostile meas- 
ures against Sultan Vitu, who has been a friend 
to Germany since 1867. Hinting that the Sultan 
of Zanzibar may be presuming upon British 

rotection, the (;azette expresses a hope that the 

Nelish will induce him to desist from his pres- 
ent policy of provocation to Germany. 


MELBOURNE, June 3.—Three masked rob- 
bers to-day attacked and overpowered the man- 
ager and an accountant of a branch of the Na- 
tional Bank of Australasia. After stealing 
£1,000 they escaped and have not been captured. 


Lonpon, June 3.—Advices from Zanzibar 
state that treaties of commerce have been con- 
cluded between that country and Italy and Bel- 
gium. 


THE EARTHQUAKE IN CASHMERE. 

LonpDon, June 3.—The official report of 
the earthquake in the Vale of Cashmere shows 
that it was not as disastrous in its results as the 
earlier reports made it appear. The first shock 
experienced at Serinagur was felt at 3 A. M. of 


Sunday, May 3l. The shocks continued at in- 
tervals until Monday morning. While the 
shocks in the beginning were not very violent, 
they were sufficiently so to arouse the in- 
habitants, who fied from their dwellings, 
and when these fell later on they were in the 
main tenantiess. in consequence the loss of life 
is now believed to be comparatively small, al- 
though several houses were destroyed. The 
British Residency remains intact. 
of precaution, however, the records: and the 
furniture were removed to the open country 
and deposited in tents. wherein the officials 
found a temporary refuge. The British RB. si- 
ent telegraphs that no Europeans were killed 
the earthquake.

MR. PHELPS MAKES A SPEECH. 

Lonpon, June 3.—Minister Phelps was 
the principal guest of the evening at the ban- 
quet given to the Judges by Lord Maror Fowler 
at the Mansion House to-night. The other 
Americans present were Consul-General Waller, 
Secretary of Legation White, and Mr. Gillig. 
The Lord Mayor, in proposing the toast to the 
United States, stated that be hoped soon to 
kave the honor of antertaining ex-President 
Arthur. Mr. Phelps, in responding to the toast, 
said that he had nosuch ciaims to the hospitalities 
of Englishmen as his predecessor, Mr. Lowell, 
had established, and, theretore, the tiattering 
reception that had been accorded him was ail 
the more gratifying. He ascribed the warmth 
of his welcome to thenatural and abiding love 
between Englishmen and Americans, which was 
fostered ani constantly broadened and deepened 
by their great international intercourse. He 
assured his hearers of the pleasure with which 
Americans viewed the settlement of the ques- 
tions at issue between England and Russia, and 
eulogized the British judiciary, whose decisions 
‘were revered in America. 


CARDINAL GUIBERT SNUBBED. 

Paris, June 3.—M. Goblet, Minister of 
Public Instruction, has published a reply to the 
protest of Cardinal Guibert against the “ dese- 
cration” of the Panthéon by its preparation for 
the reception of the body of Victor Hugo. M. 
Gobiet says that the Cardinal exceeds the nghts 
of his episcopacy in the feeling he has exhibited 
at the determination of the Government to re- 
store the Panthéon to its original purpose— 
a receptacle for the bodies of the really great 
men of France. M. Gobiet also points out that 
the religious functions of the Cardinai are at 
variance with his duties as a citizen. “You 
are not auchorized,” says M. Goblet, “by 
any prerogative of your Office, to discuss the 
acts of the Government.” M. Goblet, in conclu- 
gion, reminds the Cardinal that his present at- 
titude * is nét likely to render more harmonious 
= they now are the relations of Church and 

tate.” . 


REVOLT AGAINST FRENCH RULE. 
Lonpvon, June 38.—Letters from Saigon, 
the capital of French Cochin China, state that 
the Cambodian revolutionists against French 
authority have, with the King’s secret support, 
attacked Panomping, or Nam_ Wang, the capital 
of Cambodia, and driven the European residents 
from the city. The refugees were sheltered on 
ard a French ship, which lay in the Me Kong 
ver. 


CHOLERA APPEARS IN SPAIN, 
Maprip, June 3.—The special medical 
commission appointed to investigate the mat- 
ter have reported that the disease which is at 
_ present epidemic in Valencia is cholera. Meas- 
; ures have been ordered to prevent the spread of 
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the malady. The soldiers in the garrison at Al- 
bacete who are ill with cholera came from Va- 
lencia recently.

AN ENGLISH MINE DISASTER. 
FIRE IN A COLLIERY NEAR DURHAM—ALL 
BUT 22 OF THE MEN RESCUED. 
Lonpon, June 3.—A dispatch received 
here this afternoon from Durham says that a 
fire broke outin the Philadeiphia Colliery, sit- 
uated near that city, at noon to-day. Three 
hundred miners were in the pit, and all 
attempts so far to subdue the flames or 
render assistance to the imprisoned men have 
failed. Great excitement exists, and it is feared 
that the majority of the entombed miners will 
perish. A large force of men is at work at the 


colliery trying to rescue them. The colliery is 
the property of the Earl of Durham and is 
known as the Margaret Pit. 

Another dispatch from Durham states that the 
fire occhrred in the top seam of the Margaret 
Pit—the “Peggy Pit,” as it is known lo- 
cally; that it was caused by an_  expio- 
sion, and that 22 men and boys at work 
there were killed outright. The explosion was 
followed by a rush of water in immense 
volumes into theSutton seam. The miners, men 
and boys, in this seam, were, however, all taken 
outalive. Working parties are now laboriag 
zealously to stay the flood of waters rushing 
into the Maudlin seam, where a great number of 
miners are imprisoned, and whom the “reliefs” 
hope to release and rescue. 

LonpDon, June 4.—The latest advices from 
Durham state that 12 more colliers have been 
rescued, and that only lsare now imprisoned in 
the mines. 


ANGLO-RUSSLAN AFFAIRS. 

Lonpbon, June 3.—A Sinjou dispatch says 
a meeting of the British-Russian Afghan Bound- 
ary Commission is expected to take place soon, 
when will be begun the consideration of the 
question of the delimitation of the Afghan 
boundary. 

St. PETERSBURG, June 3.—The Council of 
the Empire at its session to-day discussed the 
question of an increase of the tariff. Although 
nothing of a definite nature was done, the gen- 
eral conclusion was that the increase of the du- 
ties on most of the importations should be 20 per 
cent. Only on a few articles was it suggested to 
advance the present duty 10 per cent. 

The Cronstadt and Baltic squadrons of the 
Russian Navy have been ordered to unite in a 
cruise with the object of executing naval ma- 
noeuvres on a grand scale. The united fleet will 
consist of 18 men-of-war, a torpedo flotilla, a 
training squadron, and several gunboats.

THE EGYPTIAN TROUBLES. 
Paris, June 3.—It is stated that Lord 
Lyons, British Ambassador to France, has con- 
ferred with M. de Freycinet, Foreign Minister, 
in reference to the conduct of the foreign press, 
which is mainly French, in Egypt. England, it 


is reported, has made concessions which will 
probably lead to an agreement between the two 
nations on the subject. 


Lonpon, June 3.—The intention to pre- 
sent the Berber Railway material to the Gov- 
ernment of Cyprus has been abandoned owing 
to the difficulty of landing the plant from the 
20 vessels by which it was carried from England. 
The vessels will return to England. 

The English delegates to the Plenary Suez 
Canal Commission at Paris have been 
instructed continue to oppose the 
French proposals for a mixed commission 
of surveillance and to make counter-proposals 
to vest the supreme power of supervision in the 
Egyptian Government, assisted by a consulta- 
ad board consisting of the foreign Consuls at 
Jairo.

LonpDon, June 8.—The application of the |

the court. 

A dispatch from Tamatave, Madagascar, dated 
May 3, states that a report was currept there 
that the Hova peace party had strangled the 
Prime Minister at Antananarivo, the capital of 
the island. 

A dispatch to Reuter's Telegram Company 
from Berlin says: “It is understood that the 
next task of Mr. Pendleton, the United States 
Minister, will be taresume negotiations regard- 
ing the position of minors born in America, 
sons of German parents who, after being 
naturalized in America, take up their residence 
in Germany. The negotiations begun by Mr. 
Kasson were without result, the principal point 
of dispute being whether the Government 


could, in the interests of public order, refuse 
such minors the right of residence in Germany.” 

Herbert Spencer, in a letter to the Times of 
this morning, notes the communication of Fred- 
eric Harrison in the Times of yesterday regarding 
their controversy. Mr. Harrison stated in his 
last letter that he believed Mr. Spencer guiltless 
of intentional wrong in the publication of the 
book im America, and regarded him as the victim 
of the ill-judged advice of partisans. Mr. Spen- 
cer, in his jetter of to-day, writes: “I would 
rather have it supposed that I intentionally 
ignored Mr. Harrison's copyright claim. I have 
cabled the Messrs. Appleton to stop the sale of 
the book, to destroy the stock on hand and the 
seengtpe plates, and to debit me with their 
Oss. 


Rome, June 3.—A discovery of an im- 
portant archeological character bas been made 
ace outside of the Porta Salara. It is a mauso- 
eum, circular in form, and dedicated to the 
Prefect and Master of the Horse named Licilio. 

The exiled Archbishop Melchers, of Cologne, 
and the present Papal Nuncios at Vienna, Paris, 
and Madrid will be created Cardinals by the Pope 
at a consistory in September.

Her Captain reports that 
Chief Engineer Browne was missed during the 
voyage, and thatitis supposed he committed 
suicide by jumping overboard in the night. 


QUEENSTOWN, June 3.—A small canvas- 
decked boat, the Neptune, has arrived here from 
Penzance, and will start for New-York on Fri- 
day. Theonly soul on board is a Norwegian 
named Johnson. He hopes to finish the voyage 
in two months. 


BERLIN, June 3.—Alfred Meissner, the 
German poet, who died on Friday last at 
Brigenz, Lake Constance, and was buried on 
Monday, had'been a sufferer for a long time from 
physical ailments) Towards the close of his 
days he was seized with acute brain fever, which 
was succeeded by paralysis of the brain. He 
finally became unconscious, and passed away in 
peace. Many friends and admirers, from far and 
near, attended the funeral ceremonies. Herr 
Meissner, owing to his prolonged sickness, did 
not write much for some time before his death— 
hence his posthunous works wil! be few and un- 
important. 

The Cologne Gazette affirms that agitation has 
decided that all financial circles in Germany are 
in favor of bimetallism, but that the support of 
the Government cannot be counted upon.

CHICAGO DEMOCRATS DISGUSTED. 

CuicaGco, June 3.—Postmaster Judd to- 
day received a committee of a Democratic 
veteran soldiers’ organization asking that their 
members be considered in making appointments 
in the Post Office. He replied to their request 
that he would strictly adhere to civil service 
rules, and that no removals or appointments in 
places covered by the civil service law would be 
made except under direction of the commis- 
sion. The latter, consisting of Judge Thoman, of 
the National Board, and Messrs. Rea and Raw- 
lins, of Chicago, to-day examined 150 applicants 
tor Post Office positions, including ladies. 
Judge Thoman also stated that no evasion of 
civil service rules would be countenanced. The 
position taken by Postmaster Judd_has caused 
great dissatisfaction among local Democrats, 
‘who expected a turning out of all Republicans 
as soon as the office changed hands.

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TELLER SCQTTS FLIGHT

A REWARD-OF $5,000-OFFERED FOR 
HIS ARREST. 

THEORIES AS TO THE FUGITIVE’S DEPAR- 

. TURE—HIS MOTHER PROSTRATED—HOW 
TELLERS CAN STEAL. 


Two theories were held yesterday by 


those interested in the capture of Richard 8. 
Scott, the missing Paying Tellier of the Bank of 
the Manhattan Company. Both were worked 
industriously, According to one of them he 
must have been in town on Tuesday morning, 
as Mr. Donald Cameron, a fellow-boarder, is 
positive that he met him in the hallway early 
on Tuesday, and that Scott then said to him 
that he was going to the Windsor Hotel to be 
shaved before breakfast. He did not go to the 
barber’s shop of the Windsor, and he left the 
house, if it was Tuesday that Mr. Cameron saw 
him, early enough to catch the 8 o'clock express 
for Montreal, which was due there late the same 
afternoon. 

The other theory—assuming Mr. Cameron to 
have met Scott in the hallway on Monday morn- 
ing instead of Tuesday—is that Scott lost no 
time in getting out of reach as soon as he had 
the money in his pocket. A train leaves for 
Montreal at 6:30 P. M., reaching there at 8:05 the 
next morning. From the station where it enters 
at Montreal a train starts for Quebec at 8:45. 
There was no reason, on this theory, why Scott 
may not have been nearing the abode of the la- 
mented Eno, if his tastes leaned that way, be- 
fore investigation at the bank had positively dis- 
closed a theft. 

The theory that he took instant flight is based 
chiefiy on his failure to turn up at his boarding 
house at dinner time on Monday. Whether he 
was there before dinner, for the purpose of a 
hasty adieu to his wife, is uncertain, but he had 
time to do it and yet catch the train, even if he 
waited quite late at the bank, as he did. At any 
rate. the word Mrs. Scott sent to the bank, that 
he had left the house intending to go to work, 
in reply to Tuesday morning’s message asking 
where he was, was not sustained by yesterday's 
inquiries. If he returned home at all on Mon- 
day night oniy Mrs. Scott saw him. He did not 
appear at breaktast on Tuesday morning, nor 
did Mrs. Scott offer any explanation of it until 
asked for one, when she said he had gone to the 
Windsor Hotel to be shaved. 

Early in the morning, while Mr. Scott, accord- 
ing to this theory, was probably bowling along 
the St. Lawrence, Mrs. Scott left the house, 
saying she was going to her sister’s. It was a 
common thing for her to go there, but not 
usual for her to anneunce it before she went. 
Scott's failure to return to breakfast from the 
barber’s did not seem to disturb ber. Her sister 
isthe wife ot W. B. Searles, who is Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Loan and ‘Trust Company. 
Mr. Searles has apartments at the Strathmore, 
at the corner of Broadway and Fifty-second- 
street. It is a short walk trom No. 8 East 
Forty-seventh-street, where the Scotts board- 
ed. So the bank messenger. although on an 
urgent errand, was not deterred by considera- 
tions of time or distance from going to her, 
since she had left word where she would be, in- 
stead of stopping to press unpleasant inquiries 
atthe boarding house. He might have learned 
there, if he had considered it his business to ask, 
that Scott had not been seen in the dining rocm 
since Monday at breakfast. Another sister of 
Mrs. Scott is the witeof Dr. E. C. Seguin, Her 
maiden name was Cross. 

A very full train left the Grand Central Sta- 
tion at 6:30 Monday evening. All the berths in 
both the Montreal sleeping cars were engaged 
some time before it started. Four or five appli- 
cants for berths to Montreal had to go into 
ordinary cars. Scott did not go in a sleeping car 
if he went that night. Capt. Wheeler, who has 
charge of the sleeping car service, thinks that 
even if Scott was one of those who tried but 
failed to get a berth it probably made little dif- 
ference to him, on the supposition that a person 
with a fortune in his pockets, on which he ex- 
pected to have to rely for future sustenance, 
had as soon sit up and watch it as to risk his 
head on a pillow all night. The conductor who 
took the train out of this city did not specially 
notice a passenger of Scott's description. That 
and Mr. Cameron’s recollection were the chief 
drawbacks to the theory that Scott had hastened 
to enrich the Dominion. 

Scott led & negative sort of life. He had been 
married 12 years, but had po children. He and 
his wife lived happily, however, and devotedly. 
They did not keep house, always boarding in 
good neighborhoods.. They were .on Forty- 
second-street, near Fifth-ayenue, for several 
years. Last. October they moved to Forty- 
seventh-street, whefe they paid $30 a week fora 
vack room on the third floor, which they could 
well afford, as Scott had an income of $4,000 
from the bank. They were very moderate in 
other expenses, dressing plainly and seeming 
to be economical. Mrs. Scott wore no expen- 
sive jewelry. Scott could easily run across to 
the Windsor Hotel, where he had acquaint- 
ances among the nightly gatherings of brokers. 
Sometimes he spent part of an evening there, 
and occasionally he went to the auarters of the 
New-York Athietic Club, of which he was a 
member. But it was his habit to pass his even- 
ings at home with his wife. His acquaintances 
yesterday refuted the suggestion that any other 
woman might have a secret hold on his affec- 
tions, or thatthe defalcation was due to any- 
thing of a scandalous nature, 

There is reason to believe that Scott used his 
money about as fastasitcame in. One outlet 
for it was his mother, who was dependent upon 
him and to whom he gave part of each month’s 
salary. Another was tor doctor's bills, as he had 
been in bad health for sevaral years. His origi- 
nal trouble, dyspepsia, brought on complications 
from which he suffered so much that two years 
ago, Dr. E. G. Bartlett, who attended him, ad- 
vised a rest in a milder climate. The bank gave 
him leave of absence, and he spent several 
months in Florida, Since then he has been ailing 
somewhat. Hecailedon Dr. Bartlett as late as 
last Saturday, and was given a prescription for 
medicine. It could not be learned yesterday 
that any of his money went into stocks. 

It was Scott’s habit to send his mother a check 
at the beginning of each month. He omitted to 
do iton Monday. A note reached the bank yes- 
terday morning, addressed to Scott from her, 
saying that the check had not arrived, and ask- 
ing if anything was the matter. She was unable 
to make persoval inquiry, as she is bedridden. 
So on Tuesday this note was written. ‘Che reply 
from one of the oflicers of the bank referred her 
to the morning newspapers for an explanation. 
But before this was written she knew the 
truth, in spite of attempts to keep it from her. 
She had been waiting impatiently for word from 
her son, apprehensive that he might be ill, and 
was inaconditiou of high nervous excitement 
yesterday afternoon when the beil rang and a 
detective payne teks She hallway witha clipping 
from one of the papers, about which he toned 
to inquire of Miss Prissilla Brass, a maiden sister 
of Mrs. Scott. The detective was not careful to 
speak low, and the anxious ears of the invalid 
mother heard enough of what he was saying 
to make it necessary to’tel) her all. The 
news threw her into a pitiful condition, in 
which it was feared that she might lose her 
reason. All the afternoon she alternated be- 
tween delirium and a state bordering on actual 
insanity, and at evening she could be calmed 
only by opiates. A published report that Scott 
had madeawny with trust funds of which he had 
charge for her and her sisters was untrue. He 
had charge of some money left by her father, 
but he had paid it over to the legatees in full 
long ago. 

The defaulter’s wife has not been to the 
boarding house on Forty-seventh-street since 
she left it on Tuesday morning to go to Mra. 
Searles’s at the Strathmore. She was there yes- 
terday, but no one was admitted to see her. Mr. 
Searles didn’t go to his office. He sent word he 
was sick. Friends who.saw him found him very 
bitter toward Scott for having disgraced the 
family. Dr. Seguin was also much mortified 
over the affair. 

Svon after Mr, Scott returned from the South, 
about two years ago, he vorrowed $300 from a 
friend, saying that be had some doctors’ bills 
and other obligationsto pay. He gavehis friena 
bis check, but requested that it be held for a 
while. The loaner of the money is still holding 
the check. This fact indicates that Mr. Scott 
was occasionally cramped for money,and has 
a significant bearing upon the foilowing story 
told by a prominent Wall-street banker yester- 
day afternoon: About three months ago a little 
boy, who had previously borne a good cheracter, 
was sent to the}Bank of the Manhattan Compan 
by his employer to get a check for $1,000 qapned. 
The employer cautioned the lad to be very 
careful and not lose the money. The boy pre- 
sented the check and received a package of 
bills, which he put into his‘pocket and conveyed 
to his employer, who immediately counted the 
money and found the amount to be only $850. 
He asked the boy if he counted the money when 
he receivedit. The boy replied: No, 1 put it 
into my pocket in the package as it was given 
me by the bank clerk, and .was careful to keep 
my hand upon it allthe time-untilI. gave it to 
you, owing to the caution you gave me.” 

The employer immediately went with the bo 
to the bank. The boy pointed out Richard 8S. 
Scott as the man who had given him the money. 
The employer expos that there was but $850 
in the package which had been given to the boy, 
and asked the Paying Teller it he was certain 
that be had counted out $1,000. Mr. Scott said 
that’ he knew that he had given the boy $1,000, 
and if $150 was missing the boy had either lost 
or stolen it. Mr. Scott’s-reputation and his posi- 
tive declaration made the poor boy’s protesta- 
tions of innocence of no avail. e employer 
regarded the bov asathief and discharged him, 
but now he believes that it was Mr. Scott and 
not the boy who took the money. He intends to 
make a demand upon the bank for the $150. 

To all appearances matters went on as usual 
atthe bank yesterday. When President. Hays 
arrived the clerks were bending over their books 
with habitual diligence and absorption. A new 


man had been fitted into Scott's place as natu-— 





rally as though he belonged there. There were 
no more than ordinary demands on him, for de- 
positors seemed to have accepted as full truth 
the published statement that Scott might have 
taken nearly $1,000,000 more without destroying 
the bank’s surplus. Cashier Baldwin was off 
posting the detectives. Pinkerton had been put 
on the case on Tuesday afternoon, when he ata- 
tioned a man at the Grand Central Station and 
began following up other lines of search. 

hen the Cashier returned the Directors had 
authorized a reward of $5,000 for the delivery of 
Scott to the criminal authorities, describing him 
as 45 years old, slighly bald, with ciose-cropped 
brown hair, turning gray, wearing a brown 
mustache, with bluish-gray eyes, prominent 
nose, full face, rather stout, wei#ht 160 pouhds, 
and with a full bass voice. The description 
added that when he talked his upper lip curved 
upward. This was all the Directors could give 
the detectives about him, except that he was 
about 5 feet 6 inches high and wore dark clothes. 
They had been unable to get a photograph of 
him, his family protesting that they had none 
that at all resembled him. Fortified witn the 
above facts and surmises, Mr. Pinkerton left the 
city, northward bound, yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Reid, the Assistant Cashier at the Bank of 
the Manhattan Company, said yesterday: ** So 
far as we can learn Scott simply picked up this 
money in a lump and walked off with it. We 
have not considered it necessary to-day to verify 
yesterday’s conclusions in regard to the wuy it 
was done, for we found out definitely yesterday 
that there had been no tampering witb the books. 
Scott came to us 20 years agro, with recommenda- 
tions from Edgar Ketchum, formerly Register 
of Bankruptcy and Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue. Mr. Scott had been a clerk in Mr. Ketch- 
um's office, and a very efficient and faithful one. 
He soon made himself valuable to us and rose to a 
position of rhe responsibility. Only a few 
months ago his salary was raised from $3,500 to 
$4,000, because we regarded him as a remarkably 
deserving and valuable man. Some of his asso- 
ciates thought him dictatorial, but-no one ever 
questioned his honesty. He had no bad habits 
of which we ever heard, but led a quiet, retired, 
uneventful, unexciting life. Now, somethin 
suddenly enters his head and he turns thief. 
After this we can only hope that there are a 
few honest ones left with us.”* 

Scott gave bonds to the bank for $10,000 when 
he was appointed Lahn | Teller. The officers 
yesterday did not care to disclose the names of 
his bondsmen. 7 

Mr. Scott’s steal was the leading topic of con- 
versation in the banks during the day. Several 
bank Presidents were asked whether Paying 
Tellers as a rule were ao situated that they could 
walk off with large sums of money witbout being 
immediately detected. President F. D. Tappan, 
of the Gallatin National Bank, answered this 
question by pointing to his Paying Teller and 
saying: “ That man handles the money. He 
could take a million of dollars out of here and I 
would not know it.”’ 

O. D. Baldwin, President of the Fourth Na- 
tional, said that he knew of no means to prevent 
Paying Tellers from stealing if they were bound 
to steal. ‘*A man who handles large sums of 
money has got to be trusted,"’ said Mr. Baldwin. 
“It is true that Payine Tellers are required to 
give bonds, but the amount of the bond in each 
individual case is so small that it is but a frac- 
tion of what the man can easily slip into his 
pockets. Nota day passes but there is some dis- 
cussion among bankers as,to what can be done to 
prevent thefts by employes. This question isone 
of deep solicitude with the heads of financial in- 
stitutions.” Mr, Baldwin conducted the reporter 
into the “ cage’’ which inclosed the Paying Teller 
of the Fourth National. ‘** Mr. ——, show mea 
paves of money,” said the President. The Teller 

anded Mr. Baldwin a package about 10 inches 
thick containing several large envelopes filled 
with greenbacks, national bank bills, and gold 
certificates of very Jarge denominations. 

**How much is there in this package?” asked 
the President.

**Now, see here,” said Mr. Baldwin to the re- 
porter, pulling out one of the envelopes, which 
was about 14% inches thick, “this envelope con- 
tains just $1,000,000; whatis to prevent the Teller 
from piipping itinto his pocket and taking it 
away ?’

TROOPS ON HALF RATIONS. 





THE TEAMSTERS IN THE NORTHWEST ON 
STRIKE. 

WINNIPEG, June 3.—There is likely to be 
a famine among the troops at the front, supply 
teamsters having gone on strike to aman. The 
contract price has been $8 a day per team, but 
this sum has recently been reduced by the Gov- 
ernment, and the result is the strike, Supplies 
are running short at Edmonton, and the troops 
have been put on half rations. The teamsters 


threaten versonal violence to transport officers, 
and will fight any men who attempt to take 
their places at a reducedrate. The Government 
will have to giye in, but in the meantime things 
look serious. 

The wires are up, but no word has yet been re- 
ceived from Gen. Middleton, The scene of the 
fight, if it is in progress, is about,175 miles from 
the nearest telegraph office, and it is not likély 
that a couries would leave until the conclusion 
of the battle. 

Jolyn, Riel’s private secretary, who was 
wounded at Batoche, and whose leg had to be 
amputated, died in hospital at Saskatoon to-day. 

The report that Dumont was captured by 
United States soldiers at Assiniboine is not 
credited at Saskatoon. It is believed he is 
hovering around Batoche awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to get his wife and family away. 

Father Leduc, Vicar of St. Albert, near Ed- 
monton, says: ** Before I left St. Albert Big Beur 
was sending scouts from his reserve to the dif- 
ferent reserves around the neighborhood. The 
message he gave them was to this effect: ‘We 
are doomed, and will be killed one after another 
by the whites, but before we die or disappear 
altogether we must enjoy ourselves as much as 
wecan. Therefore we must plunder the stores 
and kill many white people.’”’ 


OrTawa, June 3.—It is stated to-night 
that there will be more delay than was at first 
expected in accumulating evidence by counsel 
against Riel, which will necessitate the trial 
being put off until the middle of July. Sympa- 
thizers with Reil from the Province of Quebec 
are raising a fund to conduct the defense, which 
they firmly believe willresult in his being de- 
clared insane and not responsible for his actions 
in regard to the rebellion. It has been decided to 
includea lawyer from the Northwest on the 
Government side, who will act with the other 
three counsel for the Government in conducting 
the prosecution. ‘ 

Reports from the Northwest indicate trouble 
with Blood Indians near Fort McLeod. They 
number nearly 3,000, and inthe event of their 
going on tbe warpath they will be joined by the 

lewans and Blackfeet. They have given ranch- 
men considerable trouble for several years past, 
frequently raiding their ranches and killing 
cattle. 

ToRONTO, Ontario, June 3.—Mayor Man- 
ning addressed a note to the Minister of Militia 
sugyesting the desirability of allowing members 
of regiments at the front wishing to return 
home to do so and retain for service such as 
were willing to enlist for a short period, and to- 
day received a reply that. the plan suggested 
would be followed and recruiting stations es- 
tablished at Winnipeg, London, and probably 
‘Toronto. 





GOV. M’ENERY’S MAN DEFEATED. 
New-Or.LeAns, June 3.—Yesterday, in 
the Twenty-sixth Judicial District, comprising 
the Parishes of Jefferson, St. Charles, and St. 
John the Baptist, was held an election for Dis- 
trict Judge in place of the Hon. Michael Hahn, 
who resigaed his place on the bench upon his 
election to Congress last November. instead of 
ordering an election to fill the vacancy as re- 
uired by law at the time it occurred, Gov. Mc- 
Snery sought to strengthen himself by appoint- 
ing Clark W. Besaucon, a popular young law- 
yer, to the place, and deferred the election until 
now. The election was held, and the people 
took occasion to rebuke Gov. McEnery in a very 
emphatic way in defeating his candidate and 
conferring their suffrages upon the Hon. Smith 
Post, of St. Charles. The successful candidate 
is the son of a distinguished ante-war Supreme 
Court Justice. and was supported by a fusion of 
Republicans and anti-ring Democrats, and was 
elected over Besaucon, ring Democrat, and 
Flagg, straight Republican.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE CIVIL 
SERVICE LAW. 
NO CHANGE OF FRONT AND NO DISPOSITION 
TO APPOINT NEW COMMISSIONERS—TWO 
PROBLEMS UNDER THE RULES. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Civil Service 
Commissioners are not embarrassed, as some of 
their newspaper critics would lead people to be- 
lieve, by the new questions brought before 
them through the change of Administration. 
Nor do they discover that the President has 
changed his views about the civil service 
or that he has any desire to change the 
Civil Service Commissioners, The Post, which 
generally sustains the merit system, found in 
the appointment of Joseph B. Fowler, recently 
dismissed from the office of Chief of the Pen- 
sion Division, Third Auditor’s Office, Treasury 
Department, a case suggesting a break from the 
civil service rules and a possible opening of the 
doors to let ina great many newemployes. If 
the civil service rules had been consulted it 
would have been found that Mr. Fowler's ap- 
pointment to a third class clerkship in the divis- 
ion from which he had. been dismissed was an 
entirely proper one. Rule 16, clause 5, prevides 
that any person appointed to or employedin any 
Ppartof theclassified service, after due certifica- 
tion for the same under these rules, who shall be 
dismissed or separated therefrom without fault 
or delinquency on his part may be reappointed 
or re-employed in thesame purt or grade of such 
service in the same department or office within 
one year next following such dismissal or sepa- 
ration, without further examination, on such 
certification as the commission may provide. 

r. Fowler was in office at the time the civil 
service rules went into effect, and it is assumed 
in such oases that the persons in office are quali- 
fied, and the rules apply to them as if they had 
been recommended by the commigsion for ap- 
pointment. 

Another question has been bropght up by the 
Interior Department, which still*° remains to be 
decided. According to the manual of the de- 
partment there are 11 divisions, each with its 
chief, who is designated and set apart from the 
clerks. Inthe appropriation bill providing for 
the payment of the department employes the 
chiefs of divisionsin all but three instances are 
classed as clerks. The question to be decided ap- 

arentiy is whether the manual or the law shall 

taken as a guide. If the manual is fol- 
lowed the chiefs who are held to be 
outside the civil service rules can _ be 
removed summarily. If the law is followed all 
but three of them must be regarded as clerks in 
the classified service, and if removed their places 
would be open to candidates presented by the 
certification of the Commission. The decision 
will affect seven employes in the Interior De- 
partment. 

The President yesterday, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Civil Service Commissioners, 
amended rule 11 so as to provide that no 
person who has not been ,absolutely 
appointed or employed after probation 
shall be admitted to examination within 
two years thereafter. This amendment was 
suggested by the reappearance before the com- 
mission for examination of persons who had 
been appointed on probation and who had 
been dismissed as unsatisfactory. The exclu- 
sion of such persons from the exuminations for 
two years was regarded asa just provision by 
those candidates for appointment who have not 
had opportunity to prove by service their qual- 
ifications for service beyond those shown in the 


examination. °

MR. PULLEN’S REMOVAL. 

Two men appear to have been surprised 
by the appointment of George W. Julian to be 
Surveyor-General of New-Mexioo. One man is 
Mr. Julian, who is already reported to be un- 
willing to accept the office. The other is Sur- 
veyor-General Clarence Pullen, who did not ex- 
pect to be removed, and. also telegraphed to an 
intimate friend here that no intimation of dis- 
satistaction with him had been heard at 
Santa Fé The nomination must have come 
from Secretary Lamar, as all appointments 
pass through the departments to which 
they properly belong. The statement is made 


in an evening paper that Mr. Pullen is a friend 
of Mr. Blaine, and suggesting the possibility that 
he. was removed for that reason. Mr. Pullen 
was born in Maine, but has resided in New- 
Mexico since 1876. At the Chicago Convention 
he labored diligently with the delegation from 
New-Mexico to keep it in line for Arthur, much 
to the embarrassment of Stephen B. Eikins, who 
supposed that it would present a solid front 
for Blaine. Mr. Pullen was aware of the 
fact that the interests of the Blaine men in 
New- Mexico and the land ring Republicans were 
identical. He found that out when he was 
brought in contact with Secretary Tellerin the 
Interior Department. His nomination was due 
mainly to the friendly offices of Senator Ed- 
munds, who had made Mr. Pullen’s acquaintance 
in New-Mexico during a visit to the Territory 
and found him a man most admirabiy 
equipped for the office he sought to 
obtain at the expiration of the term 
of Mr. Atkinson. The President has recéntly 
made several Territorial appointments, -and 
in almost every case has chosen residents of the 
Territory in which the office was filled. No one 
who knows both men would think tor a moment 
of instituting comparisons between Mr. Pullen 
and Mr. Julian to Justify Mr. Julian’s appoint- 
ment. Mr. Pullen has been long enough in office 
to show that he was making progress against 
the corrupt influences about the Land Office. 
This removal does not strike observers here as a 
conspicuous retorm proceeding.

RENEWING THEIR CHARTERS. 

A statement was made some time ago by 
a New-York paper that not half of the national 
banks would renew their charters when they ex- 
pired. Three New-York City national banks 
have this month made application for renewals, 
and the Controller of the Currency is led to be- 
lieve that few or none of the city banks holding 
charters will fail to renew them at the proper 
time.

NO MORE GAMBLING IN CHICAGO.

ALL THE HOUSES TO BE CLOSED AND TO

Cutcaao, June 3.—There is every pros- 
pect that after to-morrow public gambling 
houses will be a thing of the past in Chicago— 
for a time at least. All keepers of gambling 
houses have been informed by the Chief of Po- 
lice, under instructions from Mayor Harrison, 
who is absent from the city, that their estab- 
lishments will be raided if not closed on and 
atter next Friday, and the gamblers say they 
will submit, knowing that the police can sup- 
press the business if they wish to doso. Theorder 
was a surprise to many, but not. to McDonald, 
the boss gambler, who said he had expected 
Harrison would keep the promise he made be- 
fore election to close the gambling houses. Mc- 
Donaid is said to have c!osed out all his interests 
in Chicago gambling houses, and he 1s now pre- 
paring to go to Europe, where he means to re- 
main for several years. The gambling house 
proprietors are al) fully able to lose their invest- 
ments in furniture and implements, and the only 
actual sufferers will be a few hundred men who 
have been employed as dealers and in other ca- 
Sages about the gambling houses. No fight will 

made by the gamblers, but some of them 
express the hope that the wave of morality 
about to strike the city wi!l not last long. Chief 
of Police Doyle, however, says that as long as 
he remains in office the gamblers will not be per- 
mitted to go into business in Chicago again. It 
is hinted in political circles that Mayor Harrison 
did not decide to move against the gamblers 
until he knew that McDonald would not suffer 
by the war.. Some gamblers who contributed 
largely to Harrison’s campaign funds denounce 
him as ungratetul, but otherwise the move ap- 
pears to be devoid of political significance.

HANLAN’S AUSTRALIAN TRIP.

A. VISIT THAT WAS BOTH PLEASANT AND 
PROFITABLE TO HIM. 

Sr. Lours, June 3.—Edward Hanian, the 
oarsman, arrived here from San Francisco to- 
day. He is now stopping at the Southern Hotel 
in this city, and will remain here several days. 
A smali table in his room was covered with gold 
medals, diamond rings, pins, and brooches, and a 
number of brilliant colored, handsomely em- 
broidered silk morning caps. 

* This ring,” said Hanlan, “which has 2 half 
carat diamonds, and five large rubies, was pre- 
sented to Mrs. Hanlan by a wealthy squatter and 
sheep raiser near Sydney. Here’s another ring 
with good sized diamonds of the first 
water, and a large sapphire, given to me 
by the citizens of Sydney. This pearl 
studded bracelet is a present to Mrs. Hanlan 
from the Mercantile Rowing Club, of Melbourne, 
and here’s a horseshoe diamond pin and a pair 
of solitaire diamond sleeve buttons presen to 
me by thecrew of the United States steamer 
Iroquois. I have anumber of other presents 
given me by citizens of Australia packed away 
that surpass these in magnificence and value. 
Now, all of these gifts were received by me after 
my defeat by Beach, and for that reason I value 
them very ob as being testimonials to Ed 
Hanlan personally,and not to the champion oars- 
man. You have doubtless heard that after the 
race a } my 2 of $3,000 was raised for me and one 
of $15,000 for Beach. Oh, the generosity of the 
Australian people is not surpassed in the world !"* 

“You like the Australians so well that I sup- 
pose you will return there,” THE TIMES’s cor- 
respondent suggested. 

“ Yes,”’ said Hanilan, *“*I like them, and I will 
make my return trip there in about 13 months 
from now, and when I do gol would like to 
take four of the representative oarsmen of this 
country with me to show the people out there 
what pair-oared and four-oared rowing is. There 
are plenty of wood men there, and we can get a 
race for almost any sum from $10,000 to $20,000 
out ofthem. They are the most hberal people I 
have ever met.” 

** Who do you intend to take with you ?”’ 

“Of course I have not seen any of the oars- 
men yet, andI can’t say whether or not they 
will go. Gaudaur, Teemer, and Wallace Koss 
are three of the men I would like to have go, I 
haven't selected the fourth yet. If we couid 
arrange for a four-oared, two pair-oared, and 
four single races I think that we could carry off 
most of the honors and a considerable sum of 
money. Inthe18 monthsthat | was in Aus-” 
tralia I cleared something like $30,000 over 
and above everything, and, considering 
thut I tost my biggest race, I rather 
imagine that a neat sum. I averaged 
500f. for an exhibition pull, and I gave them 
frequently, never having less than 15,000 
spectators at any oneofthem. Tickets sold for 
$15 at my last race with Beach, and reserved 
seats on the boat which followed us brought $50. 
In my race with Laycock I won $7,000 and 
cleared about $3,000 from boat privileges. I lost 
about $7,000 on my first Beach race, but bal- 
ancedit by winning alike amount in my con- 
test with Clifford. In my first race with Beach 
the course was overrun with steamboats, one of 
which nearly ran me down and caused me to 
lose the race. In the Clifford race the swarm of 
boats was almost as bad, and I have often won- 
dered since how I won it. 

**Don’t construe these remarks into meaning 
that the people of Australia were at all discour- 
teous to me, or that they intended to throw any 
obstacles in my path, because that would create 
a wrong impression. I was never better treated 
in my hfe than by the Australians. I met and 
was dined and wined by all of the nobility, State 
officials, and bes 3 guns of thecountry. My pro- 
fessional standing gave me the entrée to all 
ot the public parks, buildings, and the theatres. 
It would have heen impossible to have shown 
me greater kindness, and I assure vou that the 
citizens of Sydney and Melbourne will always 
hold a warm place in my affections.” 

Referring to the heavy betting done by the 
Australians Hanlan said: “I was sitting 
in the rooms of the Victoria Club on 
the day that the race for the Mel- 
bourne Cup wasrun. I saw fully 100,000 francs 
laid inside of two hours.

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A CHICAGO HOUSE STOLEN. 


THIEVES TEAR DOWN AND CARRY AWAY 
AN ENTIRE BUILDING. 

Cuicaco, June 3.—A large two-story 
frame house at the corner of Archer-avenue» 
and State-street was vacated yesterday morning 
by its tenant,a hardware dealer. Immediately 
after a force of men appeared and tore the 
structure down, carting off the material as fast 
asit was taken from the building. The corner 
is one of the liveliest outside of the business dis- 
trict, being close to the main building of the 
cable road, and the neighborhood is full of 
busy retail places.

HOW A MILLIONAIRE WAS DUPED. 

CuicaGo, June 3.—Some time ago A. M. 
Billings, President of the People’s Gaslight 
Company and of the Home National Bank, list- 
ened to the representations of William Whalen 
and agreed to furnish the capital to develop six 
mines in Nevada, which Whalen claimed to own. 
As security he took six deeds, one for each of 
the mines, valued at $50,000 each, and subscribed 


two-thirds of the stock of a company which was 
to be organized with a capital of $10,000,000. 
After having turnished about $18,000 Bil- 
lings went, in the Spring of 1881, to the 
mines, and there discovered that he had 
been duped. He broughtsuit against Whalen 
to recover his money, and to-day obtained judg- 
ment for $13,000. In rendering his decision, 
Judge Tuley said: ‘‘ Whalen bas not the poetry 
in him of Claude Melnotte, but he has all the 
imagination. He was two days on the witness 
stand detailing the representations he made to 
Billings, and while he talxed I felt like taking 
some stock inthescheme myself. The plaintiff 
in this case is afflicted with the curse which rests 
upon nearly all Americans—an uncontrollable 
desire to make money quickly and with little 
effort. When he went to Nevada and telegraphed 
back the laconic message * Whalen is a fraud,’ he 
might have added the equally laconic statement, 
* Billings is a fool.’ ”

MR. OLIVER KNOCKED OUT

MADE TO BITE THE DUST BY A’ 
SIMPLE FLOWER GIRL. 

THE ASSEMBLYMAN FROM PARADISE PARK 
DINES UNWISELY AND HAS SOME STIR-! 
RING ADVENTURES. 

The Hon. James Oliver, member of As~ 
sembly from Paradise Park, dined at .Delmoni- 
co’s Tuesday evening with another member of 
the State Legislature. ‘The gentlemen dined not 
wisely, perhaps, but too weil, and as a result 
Mr. Oliver found, upon consulting his gold 
watch and chain at 9 o’clock, that he would be 
unable to catch the 9:15 train for Albany, which 
he had intended to take in order to keep an en- 
gagement to discuss a constitutional question 
with Gov. Hill the next morning. Therefore 
Mr. Oliver decided to take the train at 11:15 
o'clock. The other gentleman had an engage- 
ment at 9:80, and a few minutes before that 
time he bade the Assemblyman farewell and 
left the dinner table. 

Mr. Oliver, having an hour or two to spare, 
determined to go down to the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel, where he would be likely to find other 
statesmen assembled. To Mr. Oliver’s surprise, 
when he looked up from the table to observe the 
general direction of the door, he discovered that 
the room was whirling about, with his table as 
a pivot, so rapidly that he could scarcely count 
the winaows as they flew past. Being aware 
that such phenomena generaily adjusted them- 
selves in course of time, Mr. Oliver waited 


a moment for the agitation to subside, and, tak- 
ing advantage of the opportunity when the door 
whizzed past him, he made a rush for it, A gen- 
tleman in an _ evening suit assisted him to 
find the corridor and his watking stick 
and hat, and seemed much disappointad about 
not getting a fee, wnen the statesman only shook 
his band and thanked him cordially at the door. 
Mr. Oliver found that the stones of the sidewalk 
were tossing up and down like blocks of ice in & 
freshet when he reached the street, and it was 
with some difficulty that he was enabied to avoid 
a perverse desire of the lampposts to suddenly 
shoot into the middle of the sidewalk and run 
against him. Just asthe statesman reached the 
door of the Fifth-Avenue Hotei the street began 
to whirl, as the restaurant bad done a few mo- 
ments before, and in attempting to dodge the 
front of the building, which suddenly fell tor- 
ward, he dropped his walking stick.

As 
the iegislator entered the open space 
formed by the crowd that had gathered 
about him it happened that a youth of 
the genus dude was flitting past arrayed in 
a marvelously high collar, a wonderiul plaid suit, 
and bearing a walking stick that laid him open 
to thesuspicion of having robbed a woodyard. 
The height of the dude’s collar was such that 
he did not observe the erratic approach of the 
other until it was too late to avoid running into 
him. -There was a violent collision and the 
dude and Mr. Oliver both came to a full stop.

basket of flowers upon herarm. She passed be-~ 
fore the hotel just as Mr. Vliver was doing a 
double pirouette toward the ladies’ .entrance, 
and he came into collision with her, as he had 
done with the dude. Being far too gallant ta 
strike a woman the statesman shouldered her off 
the sidewalk intothe gutter. ** Whatcher mean 
by runnin’ into a gen’leman ?” he said.

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IN HONOR OF THE BOARD 


GRAND REVIEW OF THE CADETS 
AT WEST POINT. 

HOW THE OFFICIAL VISITORS ADD TO THEIR 
STATURE— BATTLES FOUGHT WITH 
CHALK—-RAW MATERIAL ON HAND, 

West Pornt, June 3.—The militay dis- 
play of the day, and so far the most imposing 
event in the closing ceremonies of the academi- 
cal year, was the grand review of the cadet 
corps, this evening, in honor of the Board of 
Visitors. It has been noticed by careful obsery- 
ers here for several years, although never con- 
firmed by actual measurement, that each mem- 
ber of the official board always looxs four inches 
taller after he has been through the ordeal. The 
weather was perfect. Toward sundown Gen. 
Merritt and his staff, in full uniform, accompa- 
mied by the Academic Board, marched to the 
hotel for a formal introduction to the official 
visitors as a body, although they have ali been 
meeting on social terms individually for three 
days. The Board of Visitors fell into line and 
marched out on the broad plain, where they 
found the cadets drawn up for their inspection, 
in spotiess white trousers, under the admiring 
gaze of hundreds of spectators. 

The band struck up a march, Gov. Hoadly 
lifted his hat to the cadets, and, with Gen. Mer- 
ritt by his side, marched around the entire line, 
followed by the other members of the board 
and the military dignitaries. The board marched 
before the soidier boys in very good step, trying 
to look as if they did not know that everybody 
was looking at them, and then took dignified posi- 
tions beneath the elms while the corps passed 


~before them moving with the precision of ma- 


chinery in quick and double quick time. It was 
a showy and imposing spectacle, very enjoyable, 
and entbusiastically applauded. To-night the 
military band serenaded the board at the hotel. 

During the day the members of the board 
roamed through the post as fancy dictated, now 
ard then dropping into the recitation rooms or 
inspecting the barracks. The second class reci- 
tation in chemistry and geology helped the 
ladies pass an interesting hour or two. Senator 
Hawley and Gen. Lee were very much interested 
in the firstclass recitation in engineering. 


With a combination of chalk, language, 
ideas, and a lively imagination, the cadets 
conducted and obstructed the march 
of mighty armies, laid siege to flourishing 
villages, devastated great cities, charged and ex- 
ploded mines beneath the unsuspecting enemy, 
tumbled them into trenches, and invented 
numerous other difficulties of field manceuvre 
which in theory and chalk worked first-rate, 
But occasionally a Professor, representing the 
enemy, had a surprise in store too, and wheeled 
his imaginary troops in one direction when the 
cadet had arranged to have them move in 
another. By way of variety a cadet would 
eeeonally ane open the map of the battle 
field on which, long ago, thousands of brave 
soldiers died for their country, and coolly bring 
to light grave errors on the part of gallant 
Generals whose bodies have long since moldered 
to dust, but whose military fame rolls on un- 
dimmed with the years. For men who have seen 
actual fighting on the field and coped with the 
strategy of the enemy the recitation was very 
interesting. 

The indications are that about 90 members of 
the Alumni Association will attend the annual 
dinner, which this year is judiciously sand- 
wiched in on the night of the 12th, between the 
cadets’ ball and the closing exercises. For 
soldiers whose lives and military records are 
closely interwoven with the past history of this 
Military Academy the Alumni dinner is tne 
most interesting feature of the graduating fes- 
tivities. Among the more distinguished mem- 
bers already down for speeches this year are Gen, 
Hitz-Hugh Lee, Gen. Fry, Gen. Cullum, and 
Gen. Clitz. 

One rather melancholy custom which is retig- 
iously maintained isto mix mortuary statistics 
with mirth over the cigars and coffee. The 
Alumni listen with sober countenances while 
the year’s death roll is read to them, and the 
names recall familiar faces that only the year 
before joined reverently in the usual silent toast 
to departed comrades.

Bla- 
den, an officer on the post, who takes a warm 
interest in the Alumni Association. This year's 
list contains 2 names, 10 of men over 70 yesrs 
old and 3 of octogenarians.

His Excellency David B. hil, Governor of New-York, 
Albany, N. Y.: 

DEAR SIR: Finding it impossibie for me to be at Al- 
bany to be heard in person upon the bill to limit the 
height of bulldings in this city, I have telegraphed you 
this morning very briefly my convictions upon that 
subject. 1 now desire to add a few words, hoping that 
it the bill shall not be signed before they reach you 
they may receive your consideration. 

This city isthe metropolitan centre of the capital, 
the business, and the enterprise of this great continent. 
concentrated a present business 
scarcely less than that of any other yi 4 the world. 
Our country already contains more English-speaking 
people than all the rest of the world besides, and it 
cannot be doubted that if its Government shall be here- 
after administered to the great end and purpose for 
which it was founded, that of securing self-govern- 
ment and security in self-government in the people of 
each State, we shall, within the lifetime of children 
now born, number in population a hundred million 
souls. This city isto be as much greater than London 
as the resources of this vast continent and all its con- 
nections are greater than the resources of the kingdom 
of which London is the centre of enterprise,commerce, 
and capital. I do not believe that any judgment would 
now be counted sane that would dare to predict what 
is likely to be, if notinevitably to be. the capital, the 
commerce, the enterprise, the influence of this city 
upon the destinies of this continent, and, through it, 
upon mankind, before the close of another century. 

Our city is built upon an isiand. [It can be built no 
further into either river than is now proposed. Its 
growth must be either by annexation from Long Isl- 
and or by extension inland to the north. Either will 
be very much less convenient than to make the most 
of the space that there is upon the island itself before 
such annexation Or greater extension of business off 
the island tothe north. Fortunatety for the growth of 
our great city and its ability to provide upon the island 
itself for the vast business that 1s being concentrated, 
and is hereafter forever to be increasingly concentrat- 
ed upon it, a modern invention, the elevator, enables 
ug to build buildings, with equal or greater security to 
life and property and health than has hitherto been 
ee. to twice the height to which they could be 

uilt without that instrumentality. It ig a most won- 
derful illustration of the effect of a small step forward 
in the practical arts in reversing the opinions, habits, 
and modes of the past. ig f this instrument we now 
pass in one minute of time, less than it formerly took 
to climb 50 feet, to the height of more than 200 teet 
from the sidewalk, and that without effort, and with 
far greater security to life and health than was ever 
attained before, As the result of this instrument 
New-York Island will provide for the business, the 
resiaence, the cOnvenience of a population at least 
three times as great as could have been provided for 
within it without this instrumentality. It is fortunate 
tor the State of New-York, and especially for the city 
of New-York as its proud metropolis and the metrop- 
olis of the country, that through this instrumentality 
it is afforded the means of responding to and answer- 
ing the demands of this country and continent as their 
metropolitan centre. ‘I'o refuse to let this city enjoy 
and make use of this progress in the arts, which thus 
enables her to maintain her greatness and her progress 
and carry it forward so as to answer hereafter forever 
the demands of the continent as a centre of business 
and power,isto deny her her destiny and.rob her of 
her natural rights and of the advantages which God 
and nature as well as art have concentrated upon her. 

This a fy not excelled by any other in the world in 
theskill, the industry, and the love of country which 
characterizes the great body of her mechanics and the 
vast population that stand ready with willing and wait- 
ing bands to build her up as the wants of the continent 
require. This bill proposes to deny to these mecnanics* 
and to this army of honest laborers the privilege of 
building up this city till she shall become by their’ 
hands, and before those of them who are now young 
men shall pass from the stage, the greatest and most 
influential city upon the earth. 

There is no opposition upon the part of the laborers, 
the mechanics, or the capitalists of the city who have 
invested their means in building it up, to any require- 
ments which can properly be made to make buildings 
to be erected perfectly safe, or as safe as human art 
can makethem against fire or any other danger. It 
cannot be Y ange ed by any intelligent observer of the 
growth of this city in the direction of high buildings : 
during the past 10 years that these buildings are not 
the safest, the healthiest, and the most useful to those 
who occupy them of any that can be found upon the 
isiand. All that is said, and all that can be said, Is that 
those who, through want of means or want of enter- 
prise, or lack of interest in the growth and greatness of 
ourcity, desire to live in and occupy buildings such as 
former generations have occupied, are unwilling that 
their fellow-citizens, of opposite views and interests, 
should enjoy their own property with the same freedom 
from restriction which they claim for themselves. 

For my own Pp I believe it would be difficult to 
deal a more fata! blow to the progress of our city or a 
sadder one forthe interests of its mechanics and its 
laborers than isto be dealt by this bill if it shall be- 
comealaw. There is. there can be, no necessity for 
such anenactment. Modify the iawsasthe judgment 
and the wisdom of the State may require, so as to pro- 
vide for the security and the health of the city and its 
citizens, by making most ample provision for strength, 
stability, light, ventilation, security against fire, or in 
any other respect that ts within the proper field of 
legitimate restrictions, and no protest will come up 
either from the capitalists who build up this city or 
from the greater and more important factor of its 
strength and greatness, its laboring and mechanical 

population. 

During the last 25 years the habits of the National 
Government have sadly changed, so tnat it is difficult 
to see how the rights, the individual liberty, and the 
dignity of the citizen are any longer regarded as the 
most important object of its legislation and sdminis- 
tration. Through the infection of this exaniple, of late 

ears many of our States, and the great State of New- 

"ork among them, have become, or are bec mning. for- 
getful that self-government by the ple and the in- 
dependence of the citizen is the only adequate object 
and purpose of ourcomplex American system of gov~ 
ernment. 

I protest as a citizen of the ons of New-York that the 
Legislature at Albany is out of its sphere and away 
from its duty when it presumes to dictate to this great 
city to what height its citizens may build their build. 
ings or their warehouses, so long asin the manner of 
their construction they obey the laws of the State. 

If such laws are to continfie to be enacted I earnestly 
pray. it may be done wholly, in conception, passage, 
and Executive sanction, by those who believe that the 
rights of the citizen spring from and depend upon the 
Government and not from those who still hold the 
onee respectable doctrine that government-rests for 
authority upon the consent of the governed. Then, at 
least, there will be hope for tne future from the con- 
victions of oe “—= and prota though for 
the present overburne.

I was the 
first to publish an exposé of the sale of 
medical diplomas by the notorious Philadelphia 
eolleges, and have ever since advocated a higher 
stan ard of education for all medical institu- 
tions. The United States Medical College, of 
which I was Dean, graduated in all 112 persons, 
and I defy any one to point to a single instance 
in which a diploma was granted improperly. 
The college was close’ because the courts heid 
that the corporation was defective, and in 1884 a 
Dill was passed, and signed by Gov. Cleveland, 
jeralizing all its diplomas. ‘the present effort to 
incorporate the New-York College of Medicine 
and Surgery was made after every other avenue 
was closed, and its aim was to teach all the 
systems of therapeutics. The opposition came 
entirely from rival schools, while the movement 
has the indorsement of many of the most 
respected citizens of the State. Trusting you 
will give this statement space in al columns, 
I remain, dear Sir, .

FRED ARCHER AGAIN RIDES THE 
WINNING HORSE. 

THE CROWD UNPRECEDENTED IN SIZE—A 
GOOD RACE AND AN EXCITING FINISH— 
THE BEATEN HORSES AND THE BETTING. 

LonpDon, June 3.—The greatest event on 
the English sporting calendar, the race for the 
Derby Stakes, was run to-day at Epsom Downs. 
The weather was brilliant, a pleasant breeze 
tempering the heat of the sun’srays. The at- 
tendance at the race course was enormous and 
was considered unprecedented. The Prince and 
Princess of Wales and all their sons and daugh- 
ters went to Epsom by a special train. Tho 
Dukes of Edinburgh and Cambridge and other 
royal personages were also present. They were 
warmly greeted on their arrival at the track. 
Among the Americans present were Senator 
Payne, of Ohio, and the Hon. Thomas M. Wal- 
ler, Consul-General of the United States at Lon- 
don, the latter accompanied by a large party of 
Americans. 

The winner of the race was Lord Hastings’s 
b. c. Melton. He was the favorite in ths betting, 
and was ridden by the famous jockey, Fred 
Archer. Capt. 0. Bowling’s b. c. Paradox secured 
second place, and Mr. Childwick’s b. c. Koyal 
Hampton third place. Paradox was second 
choice inthe betting.

his morning seven to four was offered against 
Melton and freely taken;. five to one was offered 
against Paradox, five to one against Xuain- 
trailles, six to one against Crafton, ten to one 
against Royal Hampton, tweive to one against 
Kingwood, and two to one against the field. The 
betting at the start was seventy-five to forty 
against Melton, six to one against Paradox, ten

After 300 yards 
running Royal Hampton took a clear lead, fol- 
lowed by Sheraton, Crafton, Red Ruin, Xain- 
trailles, Luminary, and Kingwood, allof which 
were clear of Wsterling, Chonbra, Melton, and 
the Lynette colt, the iatter being last. Passing the 
mile post Royal Hampton was siill in first place.

THE ROCK ISLAND’S ELECTION. 

Cu1cAGo, Ill., June 3.—The annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Railroad Company was held 
here to-dhy, when 367,000 votes were cast out of 
a total of 419,600. The following Directors were 
elected: David Dows, R. R. Cable, Hugh 
Riddle, H. R. Bishop, and Sidney Dillon.

Purdy, the newly elected Secretary and 
Treasurer, is a native of Baltimore, Md., 42 
years old, and has been a railroad man since 1859, 
when he entered the service of the Illinois Cen- 
tral. In February, 1863, he became a clerk of the 
Ohio and Mississippi at St. Louis, and left that 
office a year later to become chief clerk in the 

uartermaster’s Department of the United 

tates. Resigning that position in December, 
1866, he entered the service of the Rock Island, 
holding .responsible positions in the Chicago 
office ever since. Heisa great favorite with the

SCIOTO VVLLEY RECEIVERSHIP. 

Speaking of the recent appointment of 
a Receiver for the Scioto Valley Railroad, C. P. 
Huntington said yesterday that the application 
for a Receiver was made after ¢onsultation with 
the largest creditors and bondholders, and the 


object of the step was to protect all of tne secu- 
rity holders and crediturs of the road. Mr. 
Huntington expressed confidence in Receiver 
Robinson’s ability. Mr. Robinson was Superin- 
tendent of the road some years ago. He is re- 
garded as a cautious and conservative man. 
‘“*The road is not earning enough to pay the in- 
terest on ita cost,”” said Mr. Huntington. ‘The 
interest burden will have to be scaled down to 
what the property can earn. Large sums must 
be spent on the road to joer J it up to a standard 
where it can be economically run. As it has no 
credit it may be necessary to have a new 4 per 
cent. bond issued in place of the old one. The 
Scioto Valley Railroad is not a part of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio system. It‘1s an independ- 
ent property. If the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Company cannot make an arrangement with the 
creditors of the Scioto Valley Road it can make 
connection with,the Bloomington and Western.” 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

It is stated that the matter of the assets 
of the Oregon Railway and Navigation Company 
—which has stood in the way of the consumma- 
tion of the lease of that company by the Union 
Pacific and the Northern Pacific Railroad Com-

REFORMS IN COMPOSING ROOMS. 
The convention of printers and press- 
men yesterday discussed several proposed re- 
forms to be introduced into the composing 
rooms of the Union. The propositions were 
referred to committees, who will report to-day. 
Among therh was the suggestion that, to insure 


fairness in the distribution of copy, the depart- 
ments, such as display “ads,” markets, and ship 
news, be abolished, and that instead ali copy 
be taken from a common hook. To keep. up~ 
the standard of work in the unions and to 
prevent injustice to employers, there is a plan 
under consideration for the appointment in 
each subordinate union of a Committee of Qual- 
ification to investigate the capabilities of all 
candidates for admission to their union. Acom- 
mittee was appointed to attend to the incorpora- 
tion of the International Union under the laws 
of the United States and another for the reor- 
ganization of the union ona better plan. Both 
committees are to report at the next session.

Green, Louisville; W. J. Hammond, New-Or- 
leans. The convention will be continued at 9 
o'clock this morning. 











TO SPEND TEN YEARS IN PRISON. 

William R. Morse, the bookkeeper of the 
National Suspender Company, who pleaded 
guilty afew days ago to two indictments for 
forgery in the second degree, was yesterday sen- 
tenced by Judge Cowing to 10 years in the State 
prison. Morse was for some time Secretary of 
the Knickerbocker Yacht Club, and figured con- 
spicuvusly as a man about town. The indict- 
ments charged him with forging several checks, 
aggregating about $1,700, purporting to be 
drawn by the National Suspender Company, 
some signed with his own name, as attorney for 
the company, others with the name of 
Jerome B. Bernheimer. It 19 said that Morse 
forged 79 checks in all, aggregating from $18,000 
to Y He has a wife and three children. A 
Strong effort-was made by Commodore Hobby, 
of the Knickerbocker Yacht Ciub, and other 
rsons to secure a light sentence for Morse, but 
ud Cowing said he was bound to take into 
consideration the full extent of Morse’s for- 
eries, as well as the fact that this was not his 
rst offense. Twelve years ago he had embezzled 
money from a firm by which he was émployed, 
but had not been prosecuted out of oonsidera- 
tion for hisfamily. Afterward he again became 

a defaulter, and again escaped prosecution.

EFFICACY OF THE CAUCUS 
; Pd Gi 
HOW IT HOISTED BLAIR INTO THE 
UNITED STATES SENATE, 

MEANS BY WHICH HE HOPES TO RETAIN 

HIS SEAT—OPENING OF NEW-HAMP- 
SHIRE’S LEGISLATIVE SESSION. 

Concorp, N. H., June 3.—To-day the 

New-Hampshire Legislature convened in bi- 


_ennial session, and political excitement, which 


had been at alow ebb among the Republicans of 
the State since the November election, is again 
revived. The preliminary skirmish over the or- 
ganization of the two branches took place last 
evening, each party holding its caucus. The 
action of the Democrats had no significance, in- 
asmuch as they are in a minority of 65in the two 
houses. The caucus of the Republicans resulted, 
in the House, in the choice of Edgar Aldrich, of 
Littleton, for Speaker; Edwin F. Jones, of Man- 
chester, for Clerk, and George A. Dickey, of 
Hillsborough, for Assistant Clerk. Inthe Seri- 
ate the Hon. Chester Pike, of Cornish, was nom- 
inated for President, and Frank A. Currier, of 
Canaan, for Clerk. Dennis O’Connor, a young 
Irish lawyer of Manchester, was made thé 
Democratic nominee for Speaker of the House, 
and the Hon. Harry Bingham for President of 
the Senate. The nominations of the Republic- 
ans have no bearing on the Senatorship, and 
were made without arousing any bitter feeling. 
After organization had been completed to- 
day by the formal election of the nominees of 
the Republicans in both the Senate and House 
an adjournment was taken to Thursday, 
when the inauguration of the new Govy- 
ernor, the Hon, Moody Currier, of Man- 
chester, will take place. This promises to 
be an exceptionally brilliant affair. All the mil- 
itary of the State will take part in the inaugu- 
ral procession, as the annual encampment of the 
National Guard is now in progress on the Fair 


grounds. The Governor-elect will come from 
Manchester on a special train, and the public 
parade and the pag | of the inaugural ad- 
dress will occupy the larger part of the day. 
These matters are even now, however, rerarded 
of secondary importance in comparison with 
the coming Senatorial contest. With the pro- 
longed struggle of two years agb and 
its indifferent result still fresh in their 
minds, the Republicans do not relish the 
idea of another fight over this question, 
and there is no doubt that the great body of the 

arty, as well as most of the members of the 
Legislature, would be glad to see the question 
settled speedily and —,,,) It is this feeling 
more than anything else which will avert a — 
struggle, if itisaverted. But there is not muc 
solace to be found in the contemplation of the 
three leading Senatorial aspirants. The Repub- 
licans of New Hampshire are far from being a 
unit in their opinion and support of either Sen- 
ator Blair or ex-Secretary andler, and their 
attitude toward ex-Senator Rollins was em- 
phatically demonstrated in 1883. The great ques- 
tion to be first settied is whether there shall be 
a return to the caucus system which was so 
summarily dismissec two years ago. Upon the 
disposition of this question depends the solution 
of the other question, whether the contest this 
year is to be @& repetition of its predecessor, 
Senator Blair is earnestly in favor of the caucus, 
and consistently so, for he was himself a caucus 
nominee 4 a majority of one vote for the Sen- 
atorship which has just expired, and he has never 
doubted the efficacy of the engine which hoisted 
him into the position in which he has disported 
himself for six years in a manner probably very 
gratifying to himself and proportionately amus- 
ing to the American public. He expects now to 
be able to control a majority of the Republican 
members of this Legislature, and thus, if he can 
make caucus king once more, to succeed him- 
self at Washington. 

Mr. Chandler has published in his paper, the 
Concord Monitor, an editorial on the Senatorial 
question which leaves him free to jump either 
way on this question, and which at least shows 
that he is not prepared to say that the caucus 
must settle the matter. He says in substance 
that if ** substantial unanimity” shall character- 
ize the action of the caucus its action should be 
indorsed in convention, but if thereis a large 
element which does not acquiesce in the result 
it cannot be expected that they will be bound 
by it. This means, if it means anything, that if 
Mr. Chandler or any one else should have a fol- 
lowing large enough to prevent the election of 
the caucus nominee the latter need not expect 
them 10 surrender their choice and help elect 
him. It means simply the programme of two 
years ago repeated and that there is no rule ir 
the political code which forbids a bolt. 

Mr. Rollins’s position isone of expectancy, 
He feels that he was unfairly treated two yeari 
ago, that the opposition to him was based moréd 
on personal pigue and ambition than upon lofty 
principle, and that there may yet appear a de« 
sire to compensate him for the wrongs which he 
‘thinks he bas suffered. He has made no canvass 
and counts on no definite support at first, but 
would not be surprised to see it crystallize by 
and by. Meanwhue he is devoting his energies 
to Wepre y, | the caucus system, and as between 
Blair and Chandler will not hesitate to help the 
former. His position is more enviable than 
that of eitner of the other candidates, 
and his political ambition is so far cooled 
that he will be content to see the 
Senatorial mantle fall on other shoulders tha 
his, provided it does not fall upon one towa 
whom he bears a grudge. Besides these candi- 
dates there are several others, some of them 
perennial and some who are new. The more 

rominent are the Hon. Gilman Marston, of 

xeter, who wili probably at first muster his 
usual quota of a dozen votes; the Hon. Ossian 
Ray, of Lancaster, ex-member of Congress, and 
the Hon, Charles H. Burns, of Wilton, who was 
Senator Pike’s leading antagonist in 1883, and is 
an able lawyer. It requires 100 votes ta 
nominate in the caucus, and Senator 
Blair, whose support is the only one 
yet in any degree materialized, counts 
confidently on but 65, The others are now figur- 
ing in the clouds, and neither they nor any one 
else can at this time definitely forecast the re- 
sult. The caucus forthe nomination of a Sen- 
ator will not be held until the latter part of next 
week, and in the meantime there is ample op- 
portunity for important developments. It is 
more than probable that some way wili be de« 
vised to avert a long and tiresome struggle. The 
Democrats will, it is understood, vote for the 
Hon. Harry Bingham again. They do not seem 
to be able to break away from their antiquated

Ever since Rosina Vokes 
married Mr. Cecil Clay she has kept 
herself in almost unbroken retirement s80 
far as the stage is concerned. She will be 
remembered as by all odds the most attractive 
feature of the Vokes family,and the dowrward 
career of that little company of comedians he- 
yan when Rosina Vokes became Mrs. Clay. Her 
husband has always been a shining light in Lon- 
don society,'and Mrs. Clay has become a marked 
favorite in the high circles to which she was 
brought by her marriage. She has for chari- 
table purposes appeared for a number of times 
on the London stage, surrounded by amateurs. 
but has not until recently thought of returning 
to the professional stage. The suggestion that 
the should come back into regular theatrical 
life was made by some of the ladies and gentle- 
men who played in the amateur theatricals to 
which I-bave alluded.

tions were carried on by,cable, and then Mr. Stet- 

gon, who was at the same time negotiating for 
the use of ** The Mikado” in this country, sent an 
agent to London to close up the engagements of 
both attractions. This has been finally done, 
and Mr. Stetson’s importations will all this year 
attract unusual attention. e professional 
membersof the Vokes combination will include 
besides Miss Marion Terry, Mr. Beerbohm Tree, 
and Mr. Charles Brookfield. The two gentlemen 
named I remember very well as occupying 
the highest places inthe|comedy and character 
line on the London stage. Mr. Brookfield has 


for years been the comedian of the Haymarket 
Theatre, where he is very highly esteemed. Mr. 
Tree, while not attached permanently to any 
theatre in London, is always in demand by the 
managers of that metropolis. His latest success- 
ul performance was that of Macariin ** Called 
ok," and it was everywhere regarded as the 
most successful and remarkable performance of 
the entire piece. Miss Terry is the third dauch- 


ter of the celebrated theatrical family of that 
name, and she occupies a fine place as an actress 
in herowncountry.

THE SHAKERS INDIGNANT, 


THEY CLOSE THEIR MEETINGS TO OUT- 
SIDERS BECAUSE OF MANY OUTRAGES. 
ConoEs, N. Y., June 3.—The public ser- 

vices of the Shakers of Watervliet have always 


been attended by a large number of people from 


miles around. The season for opening is near 
at hand, but all expectation of pleasure for out- 
siders has been thwarted by the following re- 
markable address: 

“ Preservation of the morals, if possessed. of a _cer- 
tain class of surrounding citizens, many of whom have 
come to our meetings in gangs, bringing liquors, beers, 
and luncheon, and, trespassing upon our premises, get 
drunk, fight, andare a nuisance and public disgrace; 
and we hereby give special notice that none of our 
premises is ‘open on the Sabbath for pleasure parties, 
picnics, and recreation, nor at any other time except 
by special permission of our official members. ‘the 
class of peopie above mentioned have very often 
thrown down our fences, turned their horses into 
our meadows, pastures, and forests, and with compa- 
nies of men and strong apparatus have torn up firmly 
made and elaborate fixturesto our springs and water 
fountains repeatedly, and have often cut off and de- 
stroyed our aqueduct, thus depriving families of 40 

eople of a water supply for days, and caused weeks of 
abor and muny dollars for repairs. They ransack our 
orchards and steal our fruit, injure the trees, and 
when warned off have sometimes threatened injury 
to ou . They trespass on th ab- 

un in our forests and fishing in 
our lakelets. They trespass so badly upon our neigh- 
bors that many of them inform us they have to stay at 
home onthe Sabbath to protect their property, thus 
depriving themselves of attendance at their own 
churches. Many persons attend our meetings merely 
for amusement, the same as they would attend a thea- 
tre, To us our meetings are for the worship of God; 
therefore we do not feel it right to contribute to the 
opportunities of this class of citizens for desecration 
and demoralization. Hence our meetings are closed.” 








A MURDERER CONVICTED. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 3.—In August. 


1882, while proceeding from his store to his resi- 


dence, M. T. Bennett, a prominent merchant of 
Lebanon, was murdered and robbed by unknown 
persons. His body was discovered next morning, 
the head being frightfully crushed with a stone 
or some other hard weapon. Several suspected 
parties were arrested, but were discharged, there 
being no direct evidence against them. A few 
days azo Bernice Richardson, colored, 19 years 
old, after being sentenced to five years’ impris- 
onment for stealing, confessed that he witnessed 
the murderof Mr.Bennett. Heimplicated Thomas 
Cox, James Halfacre, and Thomas Warren, three 
white men, and Daniel Weir, colored. Cox and 
Halfacre have been arrested and are in jail 
awaiting trial to-morrow. Warren died sud- 
denly some time ago after drinking a glass of 
whisky. Weir is still at liberty, but officers are 
looking for him. Richardson was yesterday con- 
victed of murder in the first degree, but was 
recommended to the mercy of the court, the 
Judge reserving his sentence. The conviction 
of Richardson and the arrest of Cox and Hait- 
acre have created a great deal of excitement in 
Lebanon, and it is feared by some law-abiding 

eople that the prisoners may fare roughly. 

ichardson’s confession is doubted by many, 
who think he has a grudge against Cox, Half- 
acre, and Weir. 


MR. FUCHES'S DISHONEST CLAIM. 

Monticet.o, N. Y., June 3.—In March, 
1883, Walter Fuches, a prominent farmer of the 
town of Mamakating, this county, took a check 
for $64 05 to W. O. Coggeswell’s store, in Wurts- 
borough, and requested Coggswell to cash it, 
Coggswell did not have sufficient money by him 
at the time, but gave Fuches $40, with the un- 
derstanding that he could have the balance 
when he came in again. A few days later Fuches 
came back, and Coggswell paid him the balance 
on the check. A week or so later Fuches was in 
the store. Coggsweil’s clerk was alone. The 
farmer told the clerk that the balance 
was still due on the check, The clerk 
let him have goods and money to the amount 
ot $24. When Coggswelil learned of tbe transac- 
tion he demanded a return of the $24 from 
Fuches. The iatter denied that Coggswell bad 

aid him the cash, and demanded the 5 cents that 

e claimed was still due. This being refused he 
sued Coggswell before a Justice of the Peace for 
the 5 cents and recovered a judgment for the 
amount and 13 cents interest on the entire 
balance. Coggsweil appealed the case to the 
County Court. It was referred to the Hon. T. 
A. Niven. it was heard in March last. The Ref- 
eree has just decided the case and dismissed 
Fuches's compiaint, with costs of the entire pro- 
ceedings. The costs amounted to $150. Besides 
being mulcted in this amount criminal proceed- 
ings have been commenced against Fuches for 
obtaining goods and money under false pre- 
tenses. 





THE CROPS IN TENNESSEE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 3.—The Banner 
publishes full reportsas to the growing crops 
in 51 counties of the State. The acreage of 
wheat compared with that of last year is 72 per 
cent, and the present condition 35, The crop has 
been frozen out in many counties, and nearly all 
the land sown in it was plowed up and put in 
corn. Wheat will be almost a total failure. The 
acreage of corn compared with last year is 108 
per cent. and the condition 94, its growth being 
checked by the cold dry weather, and in some 
counties cutworms have done considerable 
damage, necessitating a second planting. The 
acreage of cotton compared with tnat of last 
qeer is 90 per cent, and the present condition 81, 

he cool weather has retarded it and the crop 
will be two weeks late. Thc acreage of tobacco 
is 110 and the present condition 98. It is believed 
that the crop will be the largest in many years, 








CHICAGO FIRE UNDERWRITERS. 
Cxuroaco, June 3.—About 80 of the Chi- 
cago underwriters met yesterday and formed 
the Chicago Fire Underwriters’ Association, 
The by-laws of the new organization fix 
the commissions at 10 per cent. for down town 


and at 15 per cent. for outside business, and pro- 
vide that no commissions can be paid ex- 
cept to members. The organization is, how- 
ever, to be maiptained only-in case all the 
local agents join, and in that case it will take the 
place of the present Board of Underwriters as 
far as the fixing of rates is concerned. ‘he old 
board will, however, be kept up, in order to 
maintain the Fire Patrol. The new body does not 
intend to interfere with the rates in the business 
district, but will fixa new minimum for dwell-

have supplied the physical tonic, and the exer- 
cises at the church have beer mentally invigor- 
ating. The Rev. Dr. Goodell, of St. Louis, 


struck a ringing note in his opening address as 


Chairman, his subject being, ‘** The Open Door 
andthe Many Adversaries.” He sketched! the 
grand opportunities of the society, and so 
treated the lions in the way that his hearers 
almost wished the road was fullof them, The 
Rey. Drs. Hill and Kurber, of Massachusetts, 
and Dr. Wallace, of New-Hampshire, con- 


ducted the devotions. The Rev. Dr. Barrows, 
one of the Secretaries of the Society, reai a 
paper entitled ‘“A Survey of the Home Field.” 
It was a careful narrative of the progress of the 
society’s work during the year in 42 States and 
Territories. The Rey. Dr. Clark, Secretary, fol- 
lowed with a paper, “The Historic Policy and 
the New Work of the Society.” The new work 
has special reference to the immigrant popula- 
tions and the neglected classes in large cities. 
The reading of both papers was interrupted with 
applause and they were referred to special com- 
muttees. The Rev. W. H. Moore, of Connecticut, 
spoke for that State, of which he is Missiona 
Secretary, dealing in his usual happy way wit 
statistics. The Rey. A. C. Barrows, Secretary of 
the Ohio Home Missionary Society, and the Rev. 
Thomas G. Grassie, Secretary for Wisconsin, 
represented the facts‘of their fields, keeping up 
the enthusiasm of the great audience to the noon 


our. 

In the afternoon the ladies took possession of 
the house, and held their own meeting. Mrs. 
William Kincaid presided, and Mrs. William 
Shelton was Secretary, Addresses were made by 
Mrs. M. B. Norton, of Dakota; Miss Strong, 
missionary among the Spanish-speaking people 
of New-York; Mrs. E. 8. Williams, of Minnesota, 
and the Rev. G. E, Albrecht, of Nebraska. Mrs. 
Shelton madea report ofthe year. Mrs. C. 
Richardson, of Boston, Jed the devotions. The 
business meeting of the society was held at the 
same hourin the chapel. The annual reports of 
the Executive Committee were presen and re-

A FIGHT BETWEEN TURTLES, 


WHAT TWO. FISHERMEN WITNESSED ON BIG 
WALKER POND, 

SHOHOLA, Penn,, June 3.—A novel com- 

bat was witnessed by two Erie Railway em- 

ployeson Sunday, on Big Walker Pond, a few 


miles back of this station, Tho men were fish- 


ing in the pond, and were ina boat near the 
west shore, when they saw acommotion in the 
water afew rodsaway. The fishermen paddled 
out to the spot and saw two very large snapping 
turtles, for which the pond is famous, engaged 
in a desperate fight. The turtles would rush at 


one another and oome together with such force 


that the shock would cause them to rebound 


several feet. Then they would dart around one 
another, and as they passed each would make a 
savage lunge with its great head and !long neck 
toward its antagonist’s the evident 
effort of each one seize the 
other in a vulnerable part. The two men 
watched the collisions and frantic dartings to 
aud fro for several minutes, but neither turtle 
succeeded in gaining any advantage over its 
enemy. Finally one of them swam off a few 
feet and, turning, made a terrific rush through 
the water toward its opponent. The latter 
awaited the onslaught with glaring eyes. When 
the former came to within a foot or so of its toe 
it dived like a flash and came up under the other 
turtle, and before the latter could defend itself 
against this unexpected attack seized one of its 
forelegs in its massive jaws. The ensuing 
struegie was 80 desperate that the water was 
lashea into foam about the two combat- 
ants, and in a_ short time became col- 
ored with blood that followed the laceration 
of the outwitted turtle’s leg by the jaws of the 
other. The former twisted and turned, dived 
toward the bottom, and darted back again to 
the surface with such speed that half its body, in 
spite of the weight of the other turtle hanging 
to it, shot out of the water, but it could not 
break the viselike hold of the deep-set jaws on 
itslee. It was plain to the two speotators that 
the battle was to end in favor of the trurtle that 
had secured hold its opponent, and they deter- 
mined to capture both combatants if possible. 
Paddling close to where they were struggling, 
and,watching theiropportunity, each man seized 
a turtle by the tail and lifted them both into the 
boat. ! 
The fishermen soon became aware of the fact 
that they had made a move that was destined 
to give them some lively work, for the fight 
went right on in the boat, and the men were 
compelled to take a hand initin order to keep 
a placein-the boat for themselves. With the 
aid of the paddle and a seat they succeeded. 
atter a few minutes, in stretching both turtles 
on the bottom of the boat, The jaw of the one 
remained tightly locked on the leg of the other, 
and for hours after the head was severed from 
its body the hold could not be broken. The tur- 
tles weighed 20 pounds each, and are to be served 
ata grand banguet at a Port Jervis hotel.

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A FURNITURE COMPANY FAILS. 

Curicaeo, June 3.—Confessions of judg- 
ment have been entered against the Kappes 
Furniture Manufacturing Company, at No. 89 
Albert-street, in the southwestern part of the 
city, in the amount of $13,277, in favor of 
numerous Chicago creditors, and the Sheriff took 
possession of the establishment and closed it, 
It is estimated that the total liabilities of the 
furniture company are about $35,000 and the 
assets $20,000. Business has not been good with 
them for about a year, and it was thought 
that this was about as good a time 
as any to close its affairs. About $600 
is due tothe:workmen in the factory, but this 
amount is understood to have n seoured, 
The assets of the company consist of machin- 
ery, stock, &c. The joint stock company, of 
which Peter Frankenbvach is President and H, 
L. Spiegel Secretary, was formed about a year 
and a half ago, and succeeded the furniture 
firm of Kappes & Eggers. 








THE CHICAGO BUCKET-SHOP CASES.

THE COLOM :IAN REVOLUTION. - 


WHY GAITAN FAILED TO CAPTURE THE 
CITY OF CARTAGENA. 

PANAMA, May 25.—Late news f.0m Carta- 
gena confirms the intelligence received by the 
Spanish gunboat Ferdinand el Catolico and the 
American flagship Tennessee. Gaitan, on learn- 
ing of the approach of the Government troops 
under Bricefio, and of their junction with the 
small force led by Gen. Vila at Sincelejo, which 
exposed bim to the danger of an attack from the 
rear while sustaining a siege in his front, re- 
solved on making a general attack on tie city, 
assaulting it both by land and sea. He paid 


dearly for his temerity. Proouring a number of 
scaling ladders, he senta force by sea to approach 
as silently as possible the walls of the city, and 
to cover this movement he began a most furious 
attack along his whole line of siege works, par- 
ticularly at La Popa. The assailants from the 
sea side succeeded in placing many of their 
ladders, and a number of men succeeded in 
scaling the wall, Had a sufficient number of 
them done so before making a demonstration to 
attract the attention of the besieged, their tri- 
umph would have been secure; but with char- 
acteristic enthusiasm, and believing their success 
assured, when only about 60 men had reached 
the walls they began the usual * Vivas,”’ which 
brought upon them at once the main force of 
the besieged, amone whom were 300 regular 
troops. The result was that the attack by sea 
was repulsed with frightful loss, the bayonet, 
machete, and knife doing toeir deadly hand-to- 
hand work. Every man who reached the summit 
of the walls was killed or wounded, and many 
who sought to escape by swimming were 
drowned. 

In the meantime the attack from La Popa was 
maintained, and had avigorous assault been 
made while the troops were engaged in repelling 
the attack on the other side of tne city, no doubt 
Cartagena would havefallen. But Gaitan gave 
the order to retire, and both opportunities to 
capture the city were thrown away. The regu- 
jar force in the city under Gen. Palacio, who: 
seemed to have conducted the defense with great 
bravery and intelligence, was considerably rein- 
forced by many of the young men of the city, 
who have been doing duty during the siege. The 
losses of Gaitan’s forces were nearly 600, among 
killed and wounded, ana of the loyalists only 23, 
of whom 14 were wounded and 9 killed, After 
the repulse Gaitan withdrew his'forces and pro- 
ceeded to Barranquilla to await attack by the 
Government forces. It is probable that a pacific 
solution may be reached before further blood- 
shed results, 

t is stated by some that Prestan was a 
prisoner in Gaitan’s charge. By others that he 
commands a portion of the rebel force. 

It is reported that Gen. Benjamin Ruiz was 
killed at the battle of Buru, and was buried with 
imposing military ceremonies. This is not con- 
firmed, however. 

Officiat news from the seat of war received 
here yesterday states that Gen. Santo Domingo 
has defeated at Purisima, on the Sinu River, the 
revolutionary forces of Rafael Mendoza. In the 
engagement 35 were killed, 30 wounded, and a 
great many prisoners were taken. On the 27th 
ult, he succeeded in joining the national 
forces at Chinu, 

he. steamer Emilia Duran came down the 
Magdalena River from Honda with national 
forces, and will proceed without danger to Puerto 
Nacional, where she is expected to meet the 
forces of Gen. Quintero Calderon.

The Signal Service Bureau report tndi- 
cates for to-day. in this city, fair, warmer 
weather, followed by rain. 











The President has amended the civil 
Bervice rules so as to exclude from ad- 
mission to examination for two years any 
person who, having been appointed on 
probation, has failed of absolute appoint- 
ment. This is an entirely. sensible and 
just requirement, and might with propri- 
ety be extended indefinitely. There is 
no sound reason why the Government, 
having made a fair trial of an em- 
ployeé and found him unfitted for 
his duties, should give him another 
trial. No private employer feels obliged 
to take such a course, and the only rea- 
pon why the Government is supposed to 
be bound todo so, after an interval, is 
that Government employment is looked 
upon as in some sense a right or a priv- 
lege. In reality the. Government, since 
it spends the taxpayer’s money which it 
rompels him to contribute, is in honor 
bound to be even more strict than a pri- 
vate employer in its efforts to get. the full 
worth of that money. If this principle 
were once fairly enforced. the saving 
effected would pay at least one-half the 
interest on the public debt. 











Senator Biair,. of New-Hampshire, 
zoust be on his guard or he will be tricked 
out of his re-election by the able and 
experienced Mr. ‘‘ Bink” CHANDLER. Mr. 
Buarr rests his hopes on the caucus. 
Mr. CHANDLER is in favor of any- 
thing that will win. He practically 
gives warning through his newspaper 
at Concord that his friends will 
“bolt” if the caucus proceedings are 
not characterized by ‘‘substantial una- 
nimity.” It is shocking to see an old 
machine politician like ‘‘ Bik.” CHaNDLER 
professing willingness to profit by a “‘ bolt.” 
* Bolting” has been commonly the last 
refuge of independents, and certainly Mr. 
CHANDLER would not wish to have his 
supporters in the New-Hampshire Legis- 
lature called by that opprobrious name. 











In reply to certain recommendations 
from the Bricklayers’ International Union 
and the Framers’ Union, the Aqueduct 
Commission has informed those bodies 
that “hereafter” inspectors must be 
either civil engineers, men who have 
made masonry inspection a specialty, or 
masons with aptitude for the duties of an 
inspector, and in all cases must be men of 
integrity and experience. These are ex- 
cellent requirements. It would be reas- 
suring to know that they have been 
strictly enforced in the past. That assur- 
ance would have been given had 
the commission elected to choose 
their inspectors on the system of 
open competition and probation pro- 
vided’ by the municipal civil service rules 
or by those of the State. If the Commis- 
sioners hold that the requirements have 
been rigidly applied we shall not dispute 
them; but it should be plain to them that 
it would be a distinct advantage to them, 
and to the public as well, if the fact rested 
on the attested records of the municipal 
service. They had the opportunity of 
promoting administrative reform very 
effectively in their important work, and it

Bureau, not because he is not entirely 
competent and fit for the place, but be- 
cause they are in an extremely sensitive 
condition over their future prospects, The 
laboring men of the State are not satis- 
fied with the appointment, as they regard 
Prof. HaDLry as a theorist who has no 
special sympathy. for what they con- 
sider their interests. In point of fact 
his administration of the bureau 
might be more valuable to them on ac- 
count of his general knowledge and ca- 
pacity than that of a man whom they re- 
garded as a special advocate of their in- 
terests but who was incapable of dealing 
with the facts that concern them in all 
their bearings. But this does not prevent 
them from feeling dissatisfied, and Re- 
publican politicians are anxious lest votes 
shall be lost which they regard as of 
special value in view of the fact that the 
next Legislature to be chosen in Connect- 
icut will elect .a successor to Senator 
HAWLEY. But the Republican Party in 
Connecticut or elsewhere is likely to gain 
more by sustaining good appointments 
and adhering to high principles than by 
pandering to prejudices and striving to 
please special classes of voters. 








Senator COGGESHALL seems to regard 
his denial as a sufficient refutation of Dr. 
Guxn’s charge against his honor as a Sen- 
ator, and he does not propose either to de- 
mand a retraction or bring a libel suit. 
This easy manner of disposing of sod grave 
a charge is not calculated to convince 
others, however satisfactory it may be to 
the Senator’s own mind, and the con- 
vincing of others may be a matter of im- 
portance to him. 








Mayor CaRTER Harrison, of Chicago, 
occasionally impresses the public as being 
a wild and uproarious product of the 
prairies; but it is to be set down to his 
credit that he is generally supposed to 
mean what he says. The persons who 
own gambling places in Chicago, apart, 
of course, from the Board of Trade, where 
gentlemen are at liberty to back to any 
extent their views on breadstuffs and 
hog products, do not question that the 
Mayor means to break up their traffic. 
We have had Mayors and Commissioners 
of Police in this city who have, at the 
instigation of outraged citizens, issued or- 
ders quite as virtuous and peremptory as 
the order of the Mayor of Chicago. The 
difference is that they were supposed by 
their fellow-citizens to have composed the 
orders with their tongues in their cheeks 
as a sop to the respectable classes, the 
while they issued confidential communi- 
cations to the police to pay no attention 
to the orders. We are notso sanguine as 
to suppose that Mr. HaRrRISON can puta 
stop to gambling. Neither do we imagine 
that he is. But if he succeeds in making 
the business difficult and risky he will 
have done an excellent thing. 








Local option as to pool selling is desired 
by those inhabitants of Gravesend who 
derive their means of subsistence wholly 
or in part from the operation of the 
alleged race track at Brighton Beach. It 
is reported that there will be a mass 
meeting in that town on Friday to give 
formal public expression to the feeling 
that the law which forbids the grocery 
clerks and office boys of New-York and 
Brooklyn to put their earnings in the 
keeping of the cheap gamblers of the 
Brighton Beach race track works griev- 
ous injustice to Gravesend’s chief in- 
dustry. It is evident that the great 
wave of moral reform which has lately 
swept over the soul of Chief of Police 
JOHN Y. McKaneE has not even moistened 
the garments of his sordid townsmen. 
But we hope that there are moral and 
law-abiding people enough in Gravesend 
to sustain Chief McKane and break up 
the race track. Thereare no races there, 
properly speaking. It is a mere gam- 
blinginclosure. It ought not to exist any 
longer. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE PUBLIC 
SERVICE. 


There is much said lately, especially in 
the Democratic papers of the narrower 
sort, of the President’s determination to 
makea ‘‘ Democratic civil service.” This 
reported intention is tosome extent con- 
firmed by the Washington correspondence 
of the Boston Advertiser, which is joyfully 
quoted by the Sun of this city. On the 
other hand, it is also reported from Wash- 
ington that the Republican Senators are 
consulting with a view to deciding their 
own course inthe premises. The President 
himself has given no evidence of any 
such intention as is attributed to him, 
his removals and substitutions having 
been relatively few in number and includ- 
ing the appointment of so many Repub- 
licans that it would be quite rash to infer 








that he entertains such a purpose. 


If, however, it shall appear to Mr. 
CLEVELAND, when he has thoroughly ex- 
amined the ground, that he will do best to 
replace Republicans by Democrats in the 
body of the service, a very interesting sit- 
uation will be developed. He will have 
before him practically three sets of offi- 
cers—those whose term has expired or will 
shortly expire, those whose term has some 
time to run, and those who, in the internal 
revenue service, have an indefinite term. 
The appointments that he may make on 
the expiration of terms will be judged on 
their merits by the Senate, without much 
reference to whether the appointees are or 
are not Democrats. It will be no depart- 
ure from previous practice to put in Dem- 
ocrats, and if these be men of fair char- 
acter the Senate will hardly interfere. 
The Republican Senators would, in fact, 
be much embarrassed in applying to 
Mr. CLEVELAND’S nominations a standard 
quite different from and much higher than 
that applied to the nominations of Re- 
publican Presidents. But as regards ap- 
pointments made on removals of the pres- 
ent incumbents, the Senate would be quite 
justified in-insisting that where removals 
have been made for partisanship the ap- 
pointees shall not themselves be partisans, 
In cases where removals are made before 
the meeting of Congress there will be an 
opportunity to apply this test with some 
thoroughness. The Senate will be sus- 
tained by public opinion in refusing con- 
firmation to men appointed during the re- 
cess who have been guilty in office of the 
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faults for which their predecessors were 
professedly removed. 

But apart from the action of the Sen- 
ate, which may not fairly represent the 
general sentiment of the people on this 
subject, the necessity which the President 
is reported to feel for establishing a 
‘* Democratic” service is much more ap- 
parent than real, and we are much mis- 
taken in Mr. CLEVELAND’s penetration 
and -common sense if he does not see it 
to be so. The only necessity that could 
make itself felt by the President would 
be that of having the support of a strong, 
definite, and trustworthy public senti- 
ment. He is constantly told that he can 
get this only by giving the body of the 
offices to men of his own party. What is 
the evidence that this is true? It is ex- 
clusively the assertions of the men who 
want the offices, and that, to say the 
least, is not disinterested. Wedo not at 
all believe that this is the view of the 
stronger and abler men of the party. On 
the contrary, whenever these have spoken 
they have almost uniformly declared that 
the policy of the party regarding legisla- 
tion and the selections for the more im- 
portant offices was what the Administra- 
tion would be judged by, and that the 
clamor of the smaller and needier men 
who are pressing for a general change re- 
flected no serious public opinion what- 
ever, evenin their own party. There has 
been a very notable absence of anything 
like a general expression of anxiety for 
an exclusively Democratic service from 
men of responsibility in the party, while 
there has been very hearty condemnation 
of the unseemly scramble in which the 
office seekers were engaged. 

The more carefully the question is ex- 
amined the more obvious it appears that 
the fewer changes there are made by the 
President for political reasons the stronger 
he will be before the country and the 
stronger he will make his party. This is 
so true that he could in no way so intrench 
himself or increase the confidence of the 
people in his party as by using the powers 
given him by law to extend the civil serv- 
ice reform system and to remove the 
greatest practicable number of offices in 
the service entirely from the range of 
partisan pursuit. It isin this direction only 
that all hope for a Democratic future lies, 
As long as elections were believed to be 
between parties seeking the spoils. of 
office the Republicans won, because in 
other regards they were more. trust- 
worthy. As soon as the Democrats, by 
the character and antecedents of their 
candidate, held out the hope that their 
success would not be followed by a mere 
turn-over of the offices, but would tend to 
the establishment of business methods in 
public business, they won. The more 
completely they fulfill this hope the safer 
they are. The men who would persuade 
the President that he or his party would 
be strengthened by disappointing that 
hope, and by “‘ running” the Government 
on the old-fashioned spoils plan, are trying 
to mislead him. 








THE SINKING FUND BILL. 


The bill ‘to improve the condition and 
operations” of the sinking fund of this 
city, which is in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor, was intended to wind up the fund 
entirely on the discharge of the obliga- 
tions which are now made by law a 
charge upon it. This is precisely what 
ought to be done with it. It was devised 
ata time when a definite provision of the 
kind for meeting the maturing obligations 
of the city was deemed necessary to sus- 
tain its credit. That time has gone by, 
and there is no apprehension that the city 
will not provide for the payment of its 
bonds at maturity in the same way that 
it provides for other charges upon its 
Treasury. The income provided for this 
fund is now out of all proportion 
to its requirements, and it ties up each 
year a large amount of city bonds which, 
in the opinion of the Corporation Counsel, 
must still be counted as part of the mu- 
nicipal debt. This prevents the reduction 
of the total debt, which is now in excess 
of the amount permitted by the constitu- 
tional amendment that went into effect at 
the beginning of the present year. If the 
construction of the law relating to the 
sinking fund which has been adopted by 
the city authorities is correct, the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners must go on accumu- 
lating city bonds without being able to 
cancel them, and these, though virtually 
in the possession of the city, cannot be 
deducted from the total debt in ascertain- 
ing the limit of indebtedness. 

The act which was passed by the Legis- 
lature is radical in its provisions, but the 
intention was to retain in the fund an 
amount equal to the outstanding bonds 
which remain a charge upon it. The first 
section declares that no bonds or stocks 
hereafter issued shall be made payable 
from the sinking fund or form a charge 
upon the same. To make this provision 
effectual it was deemed necessary to re- 
peal section 8 of chapter 383 of the Laws 
of 1878 and the section of the Consolidated 
act of 1882 which embodies its provisions. 
That section required that, for the pay- 
ment of bonds issued after the passage 
of the act of 1878, an amount should 
be included in the estimates each 
year, to be raised by taxation, suf- 
ficient, with the accumulation of interest, 
to discharge such bonds by the time they 
became payable. The amount required 
was to be certified by the Controller and 
was to be paid on the 1st of November to 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
and to be by them invested in the same 
manner as other revenues pledged to that 
fund. It is plain that if the bonds here- 
after issued were to cease to be a charge 
on the sinking fund this section of the act 
of 1878 must be repealed. That was neces- 
sary to the main purpose of the bill, which 
was gradually to close out the whole sink- 
ing fund scheme. nis 

The bill goes on to provide for the can- 
cellation of all bonds and stocks hereafter 
purchased out of the surplus income of the 
sinking fund, or in which any portion of 
the surplus income might be invested. It 
also provides for the immediate cancella- 
tion of the ‘bonds now held as an invest- 
ment to an amount equal to the excess of 
the fund over the amount of the outstand- 





ing bonds which are a charge upon it, and 
| the cancellation from time to time of 





sufficient amount to keep it as nearly 
as possible equal to but never less 
than the volume of the outstand- 
ing bonds payable from it. There is 
also an excellent provision requiring a 
quarterly examination and report upon the 
accounts and transactions relating to the 
sinking fund, the report to be published 
in the City Record. The operation of the 
bill, if it were to become a law, would 
prevent any new charge upon the sinking 
fund of the city, wipe out all* surplus 
above the requirements of the bonds to 
which it’ is now pledged, and close it out 
as fast as those bonds were taken up or 
otherwise discharged. . 

The bill has been opposed before the 
Governor by the City Chamberlain and a 
representative of the Corporation Counsel 
chiefly on the ground that it repeals 
the section of the act of 1878 which pro- 
vides for payments into the fund from the 
proceeds of taxation sufficient to pro- 
vide for all bonds issued after that act 
went into effect. The continuance of the 
requirements of that section would of 
course perpetuate the sinking fund so 
long as city bonds are issued, but the spe- 
cific ground of opposition was that its 
repeal would violate the contract of 
the city with the holders of bonds 
already issued under its operation. Of 
‘these some $6,000,000 are outstanding 
which have not been fully provided for 
by payments into the sinking fund. The 
constitutional point raised was not ade- 
quately argued in opposition to the 
ground taken by Mr. Ivins and Mr. Scort, 
and there is some doubt whether the 
Governor will give it that judicial consid- 
eration necessary to determine its force. 
It will be unfortunate if the bill fails be- 
cause sufficient care was not exercised in 
providing for rights already vested for 
which the protection of a contract with 
the city can be successfully maintained. 
This isa doubtful point which the Gov- 
ernor is called upon to decide. 











THE LATEST BANK ROBBERY. 


The robbery of the Bank of the Manhat- 
tan Company differs in several respects 
from the common run of. bank robberies. 
There is in the circumstances no impeach- 
ment of the sagacity and faithfulness of 
the Directors before the robbery nor of 
their good faith afterward. The rule is 
that somebody in whom everybody re- 
poses implicit confidence, and whom no- 
body supervises or checks in any effective 
fashion, gets controlof a bank and directs 
its Directors. Very often he receives a 
small salary, and he has a fortune 
every day within reach of his hands, 
This temptation, combined with the 
temptation to gambling by the “legiti- 
mate” methods of the various Exchanges, 
becomes enormous. Solong ashe wins the 
bank may be safe enough. As soon as he 
begins to lose he has only to help himself 
to other people’s money to cover his losses, 
with no fear of immediate detection. So 
he begins to plunder the bank, and goes 
on uatil the bank is either completely 
‘‘ gutted,” as was the case with the Marine 
Bank, or until he can no longer cook the 
books so as to conceal his peculations. 

Neither of these things happened in the 
case of the Bank of the Manhattan Com- 
pany. A teller must be trusted, certainly 
from day to day, probably from week to 
week. Not to trust him so far would be 
forcing the Directors to do his work, and 
this is impracticable. All that is practi- 
cable is t} make the Directors individually 
responsible, in fact as well as in name, for 
his misconduct. If it be true that Scott 
embezzled all the money within a 
day or within a few days of his 
flight, the risk that other men in his 
position may do the same thing is one 
that cannot be guarded against. When 
there isany reason to suspect a man ina 
place like Scort’s there is ample reason 
for discharging him, but there does not 
seem to have been the slightest reason for 
suspecting Scott. If it finally appears, as 
it did appear in the case of the defaulting 
manager of a Newark bank, that he has 
been gambling in securities or in com- 
modities, the brokers who consented to 
take his account, knowing him to have 
access to and control of large sums 
of money that did not belong to 
him, ought to be held to the same 
moral responsibility with any other re- 
ceivers of goods which they had rea- 
son to suspect had been stolen. They 
ought to be held to the same legal respon- 
sibility. The Newark case showed that 
plainly enough. The Legislature cannot 
stop gambling so long as the gambling is 
done by methods which may also serve 
for the transaction of actual business; 
but it can and should stop gambling by 
persons who are under a strong tempta- 
tion to steal in order to make good their 
losses. 

Another respect in which the Bank of 
the Manhattan Company has set a good 
example to robbed banks isin making a 
prompt and no doubt a full and accurate 
statement of the robbery. Nothing tends 
s0 much to reassure the public as an 
explanation that leaves no questions to be 
asked. Mr. Camp, the President of the 
Clearing House, expressed the general sen- 
timent when he said to a reporter that 
‘* when he read the letter from President 
Hays and saw the precise figures 
of the deficit, including the forty- 
two cents, he felt satisfied that the 
whole loss was revealed by the first an- 
nouncement.” Many minds were simi- 
larly affected by the ‘‘ forty-two cents,” 
which is one of those minute touches 
that, unless they express a fact, add the 
charm of verisimilitude to fiction. The 
definiteness of the announcement assured 
people, not only that the bank could stand 
the loss, but that the bank was so well 
managed that its managers could tell on 
short notice precisely how it stood. 
If the statement had been vague 
the conclusion from its vagueness 
would have been either that its offi- 
cers could not afford to be explicit or 
that they did not know enough about its 
affairs to be explicit, and one conclusion 
would have been about as damaging as 
the other. It is true that the bank could 
afford to tell the whole truth, in which 
respect it differed from some robbed 
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safe to say that in no well regulated bank 


could the peculations of a teller be car- 
ried so far or carried on so long without 
detection as to impair the solvency of the 
bank. 


NOT A PRACTICAL AFFAIR, 


Our contemporary the Tribune is a 
good deal troubled about the Garden 
City Cathedral. It complains that the 
cathedralis situated in a village, instead 
of being placed within a few minutes of 
the law courts, the beer shops, and the 
theatres. Furthermore, the Tribune does 
not consider a cathedral a practical affair, 
and insists that the late A. T. Srewarr 
was too hard-headed and practical a man 
to build cathedrals and cathedral schools, 
and that he would be greatly surprised 
could he return to earth and perceive the 
use that has been made of his money in 
Garden City. ‘ 

Whether Mr. STEWART was a hard- 
headed and practical man, in the Tribune 
sense of the words, is not a question of 
much importance now. The fact that he 
built a ‘“‘ Workingwoman’s Home,” and 
that his Executors, with the best wishes to 
carry out Mr. STEwart’s intention, found 
that the Workingwomen’s Home was 
utterly impracticable, 
afford room for suspicion that Mr. 
STEWART might - not have been 
too hard headed to conceive the 
idea that churches and schools are 
useful. It is, however, reasonably cer- 
tain that Mr. STEwaRT would be pleased 
rather than surprised could he revisit 
Garden City, for he would see that his 
wish to make Garden City a great educa- 
tional centre is in a fair way of fulfill- 
ment. Whether he would be unpleas- 
antly surprised td find that loving hands 
had raised to his memory an imposing and 
beautiful monument is a matter that the 
Tribune can decide to please itself. 

It may be presumed that Mr. Stzwarr’s 
widow and Judge Hiton. his nearest 
friend, knew something of the intentions 
and wishes of the founder of Garden City. 
It has been their pious care to carry out 
what they believe to have been his 
wishes. Inso doing they have made a gen- 
erous use of money, and the value of the 
property at Garden City conveyed on 
Tuesday in trust for the Diocese of Long 
Island is fully $2,000,000. Our estéemed 
contemporary has an inalienable right 
to grumble, but when it ‘undertakes 
to accuse the widow and: Executor of 
Mr. STEWART of spending his money in 
ways that he would not approve, it dis- 
plays its own ignorance quite as. con- 
spicuously as its lack of good taste. 








BORING BY MANDAMUS. 


Dr. MICHAEL CAHILL has simultaneous- 
ly discovered that the earth is in immi- 
nent danger of destruction and that the 
danger can be averted by a process known 
only to himself. He has tried to induce 
scientific men to listen to him, and as 
they have steadily refused he has ap- 
plied to the Aldermen of this city. The 
other day an Alderman proposed a resolu- 
tion to the effect that the board should 
obtain a mandamus ordering Dr. Dorg- 
Mus and two other scientific persons to 
listen to Dr. CAHILL and to report upon 
the practicability of his method of saving 
the earth. 

Dr. CABILL might have known at the out- 
set that scientific persons would decline to 
assist him in earth saving. The earth is 
nothing to them but a field for experi- 
ments, and there is no experiment that 
would be half as interesting as the de- 
struction of the earth. Convince a scien- 
tific person that the earth is to be de- 
stroyed next Wednesday unless certain 
measures are taken and he would protest 
against any interference with so interest- 
ing a spectacle. He would on the con- 
trary look forward to next Wednesday 
with wild delight, and would take up a 
position early Wednesday morning on 
some convenient eminence, and there, 
armed with notebook and scientific in- 
struments, would proceed to note the suc- 
cessive steps of the destructive process 
with the utmost enthusiasm, 

On the other hand, Dr. CAHILL would 
naturally find friends among the Alder- 
men. They take a warm interest in the 
earth as a place containing contracts 
and ‘‘saloons,” and as there is no evidence 
that these delights can be found in any 
other world they are averse to the de- 
struction of this. To destroy the earth 
would be as bad in their opinion as to 
legislate them out of office, and it is no 
wonder that they treat Dr. CanILu with 
attention and respect, 

It is doubtful, however, if any court 
will issue the mandamus which Dr. 
CAHILL demands. It was the opinion of the 
late Jamxs Fisk that you could do almost 
anything with a mandamus, but even 
he never dreamed of asking for a man- 
damus compelling the fair but false Mans- 
FIELD to listen to his pleading. The late 
Judge BARNARD, although he invested the 
writ cof mandamus with powers never pre- 
viously thought of, would probably have 
refused to compel a man by mandamus to 
listen to another man. The reason is ob- 
vious. Sucha use of the mandamus would 
place every man at the mercy of 
his fellow-man, no matter how tedious 
the latter might be. What would 
personal freedom be worth if we 
could be legally compelled to listen to Mr. 
R. B. Hayves’s views of chicken culture, 
or to sermons privately delivered by the 
Rev. Dr. NEwMAN? The right to be pro- 
tected from bores is one of the natural and 
indefeasible rights of man, and the Judge 
who should attempt to violate this right 
by mandamus would earn an infamy 
worse than that of JEFFREYS.

HE PLEASES ST. LOUIS MERCHANTS WITS 
A LITTLE FLATTERY. 

Sr. Louris, June 8.—Thomas Francis 
Bayard, Secretary of State, arrived here to-day 
from Washington. <A delegation headed by Sen- 
ator Vest met the distinguished statesman at the 
Relay railroad station in East St. Loyis and then 
treated him to a drive overthe big bridge. Toa 
those who inquired as to the meaning of bis 
visit here Mr. Bayard said: ** I came out here to 
get away from politics. I can’t be bribed nor 
led into talking politics. I promised last Fall to 


visit my friends in Lawrence, Kan., and I am 
going there by way of Missouri so as to hear 
Mr. Vest talk.” 

After breakfast Secretary Bayard, accom- 
panied by the committee and ex-Gov. Stannard, 
went on ’Change. The party were received in 
the office of the Exchange by President Haar- 
stick. A number of the leading merchants of 
the city were introduced to Mr. Bayard, he 
shaking hands mechanically with everybocy 
fortunate enough to obtain an introduction. 
The party then filed out and proceeded to the 
rostrum, in front of which all the members of 
the Exchange stood, uncovered. Mr. Bayard 
was welcomed with hearty. cheers. The regu- 
lar introduction to the assembled Board 
of Trade -was gone through with, and 
Mr. Bayard addressed the meeting. He started 
out by congratulating the merchants upon their 
push, vigor, and enterprise in maxing St. Louis 
one of the great Western centres of trade, and 
said that although he had never been in the 
city till now he had always bad the interests of 
the gfeat Mississippi Valiey at heart. He paid 
a neat compliment to James B. Eads, in saying 
that when the mouth of the Mississippi was 
opened that not only New-Orleans, Natchez, 
Vicksburg, and Memphis, but St. Louis, would 
be harbors for both European and South 
American vessels. He felt assured that the man 
who now occupied the President’s chair was a 
man who had the best interests of the country 
at heart. and was certain that the large assem- 
blage of intelligent and enterprising men before 
him would sink all sectional differences in the 
common feeling of citizenship, without regard 
to political convictions. In conclusion, he ex- 

ressed himself as highly pleased with the warm 
aT ecneteaniod of welcome he had received. 
Senator Vest followed Mr. Bayard, and then 
there were other speeches, after which the party 
visited the Custom House and the St. Louis 
Club. At the rooms of the latter dinner was 
served. 

To-night Secretary Bayard departed for Co- 
lumbia, Mo. He took the private car furnished 
by the Wabash line, and was accompanied by 
Senators Vest and Cockrell and several citizens. 
Arriving at Columbia, all will participate in the 
Commencement exercises at the State Universi- 
ty and the unveiling of the statue of Thomas 
efferson. Senator Vest will deliver an oration 
on the life of Jefferson. Friday night Secretary 
Bayard will go to Kansas City, and from thence 
on to Lawrence, Kan., where he delivers the 
oration on Monday at the State University 
opening. Monday night he will leave on his re~ 
turn for Washington.

The entire absence in Canada of an insolv- 
ency act for the equal distribution of insoivent 
debtors’ estates, the Manitoba exemption act, 
and a law in the Maritime Provinces allowing an 
insolvent to wind up his estate and distribute his 
own assets, make the conditions for inter-pro- 
vincial and foreign trade im Canada most un- 
favorable, and Canadian merchants complain of 

the creat difficulty at present of getting credit 
in the English and other outside markets.

MISTAKES DUE TO DECEIT 


HOW THE PRESIDENT WAS LED 
INTO A FEW ERRORS. 
fHE POLITICIANS TEACH HIM CAUTION AND 
OVERREACH THEMSELVES—TOPICS OF 
GENERAL INTEREST. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Four years ago 
#hen Gen. Garfield had been but three months 
President, his course in appointing prominent 
members of one faction of the party against the 
protests of the leaders of the opposite faction 

. had led te the resignation of Conkling and Piatt 
as Senators and the beginning of the su‘cidal 
fight which led to the deteat of Charles J. Folger 
in 1832. Confident of their power to heal up party 
wounds at short notice and command success at 
the polls by simply shouting * Protection!” the 
party managers torced all sorts of questionable 
appointments and sneered at propositions for 
reform in the Government, treating the rank 
and file voters as of little cons: quence, 
the party as invincible in its power, 
and an indefinite hold of the reins of 
Government one of the things that was as good 
as assured. The Administration had opportuni- 
ties for distinguishing itself. A band of plun- 
derers of the Treasury, led by a public officer, 
had been exposed to the country, and it Gen. 
Arthur, as the successor of Gen. Garfield, had 
aspired to become a respected, as well as ad- 
mired, President, he couid have infused into his 
Cabinet Ministers an earnestness that would 
have spoiled all the plans of double-dealing law- 
yers, made the star route prosecutions memora- 
ble as the trials of a lot pf greedy knaves, sent a 
batch of robbers to prison, and aroused a sense 
of decency and propriety in the party that 
would bave made Blaine’s nomination impossi- 
ble, and the defeat ot the Republican Party a 
task which the Democrats would not 
have hoped to accomplish. It is interest- 
ing at this time to contrast the spirit 
which four years ago animated the Republican 
leaders with that which now appears to control 
the new-born Democratic Administration. Mr. 
Cleveland, learning day by day the duties of the 
President, is a strong contrast to President Gar- 
field. The latter bad long known tbe ways of 
Presidents. The law of the land, the powers 
and prerogatives of the Pres‘dent, the qualifica- 
tions of many party men, the tricks and man- 
ners of hosts of politicians were familiar to 
him. If he had possessed a strong head, a rigid 
honesty of purpose, courage, directness, and in- 
dependence, he should have made a great Presi- 
dent. His assassination may not, as one some- 
times hears said by his old friends, have been a 
blessing under the guise of calamity. Whatever 
mistakes Garfield may have made, however. no 
one pretends that he ought to have committed 
the mistake of dividing the party to punish pri- 
vate or taction feeling. No one attempts to 
apologize for Garfield by saying that in making 
his appointments he was often deceived. 
President Cleveland bas been deceived on sev- 
eral occasions. Relying upon his lack of famil- 
jarity with public men, representative party 
men, great and small, have led him and the 
members of his Cabinet into a few errors ot 
appointment. Very few of these errors were of 
vital consequence, but they served to furnish 
narrow opposition newspapers with material 
apon which to write vehement attacks. Ken- 
bucky, through some of her most prominent 
politicians, has embarrassed the President by 
urging unfit men for office. The result bas 
been to make the President extreme- 


iy cautious about recommendations trom 
Kentucky men. Maryland, through Sen- 
ator Gorman, contributed its share of 
embarrassment early in the history of the Ad- 
ministration; but the Higgins incident taught 
the Administration to be doubly careful, led to 
strict scrutiny of ail Maryland candidates for 
office, and resulted in the appointment of men 
who have been commended by Republicans ana 
Democrats alike. Colorado politicians, forget- 
ting the reasons for Republican failures, have 
put forward disreputable men for office. Min- 
nesota has furnished the spectac'e of two prom- 
inent Democrats engaged in a sort of patronage 
peddling concern, offering to parvey the offices 
as if they were groceries, and has procured for 
the State thereward of delay and added scrutiny, 
while the patronage brokers have gone home 
disgusted. Presuming too much upon Mr. 
Cleveland’s untamiliarity with men out 
of New-York State, and making no al- 
lowance for a rare steadfastness of purpose 
and a rarer fidelity to constitutional pledges, the 
men who know of no hereafter in politics have 
ewarmed about the capital day after day, in the 
White House, the departments, and the hotels, 
doing much, in their persistent way, to render 
useless the thoughtful efforts of the President, 
and to turn the march of events backward 
rather than forward. It isno wonder that some 
mistakes have been made. To men who are not 
affected by desire for office,and to those who 
seek only better government, the readiness to 
correct errors displayed by the President and 
some members of his Cabinet is regarded as a 
sign of promise which could not be found in any 
of the acts of the Admunistration that began 
four years ago. 


Mr. E. O. Graves, the new chief of the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing, formally as- 
sumed the management on Monday of the bureau 
over which he has for a week held the reins. 
Noone who knows the practical turn of Mr. 
Graves’s mind will doubt for an instant the 
promise that he will conduct it asa business 
concern. Not to go into the bureau business too 
deeply, there is one direction in which a change 
cain be made with economy to the Government. 
To the visitors to Washington few places are 
more interesting than the great building in which 
the securities of the Government, its Treasury 
and national bank notes and its revenue stamps, 
are engraved and printed. There is a fascination 
about the printirg of the crisp notes that draws 
people again and again to look upon the sight, 
and to peer through gratings again and again 
to see the fives, tens, and twenties cut 
and stacked in piles that represent comfortable 
little fortunes. Visitors to the bureau can only 
go through the establishment after registration 
and in the company of guides. Eight or ten 
guides are almost constantly required to convey 
the curious visitors. From the momenta party 
of sightseers begin their round in the engrav- 
ing-room until they nave fpassed through the 
plate-printing, drying, counting, pressing, nutn- 
bering, gumming, and perforating rooms they 
interrupt more or less the operations of the em- 
ployes. Many of the operations are of a deli- 
cate nature, requiring the strictest attention on 
the part of the operatives to we mistakes. 
The presence of visitors, although a common 
thing, causes occasional blunders and losses of 
time and material. It would be a wise thing to 
limit the admission of visitors to two or three 
days, or even to one day,a week. No private 
engravipg establi-hment would think of allow- 
ing sucha parade of visitors as that daily es- 
corted through the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, No business man who was in business 
for profit would think of paying guides at the 
rate of $1 26 day for such services. The annual 
expense of the bureau guides is about $5,0U0. 


Southern tariff reformers are not a little con- 
cerned to know what the Pennsy!ivania Demo- 
crats will have to say next Winter during the 
tariff debates which are sure to be heard about 


the iron question. The desire of the Pennsylva- 
nia iron makers to reduce wages and other costs 
of production indicate the failure of the present 
tariff to maintain high wages. whatever proof it 
may be of the effect of the tariff on the prices of 
iron or steel. The Soutbern iron makers are not 
anxious to have the tariff maintained. With 
their mines close to coal, wood, and limestone, 
with labor cheaper than it isin Pennsylvania or 
Ohio, with railroads favoring them in trans- 
porting theiriron, they are only anxious for a 
wider market. Wita tne tariff lower they are con- 
fident they could still hold their own against 
foreign producers. The Constitution wiil not 
allow Pennsyivaniato protect herself against the 
cheap corn of Alabamaand Georgia by imposing 
an inter-State export duty. Should Pennsylva- 
nia be forced out of the iron business, Alabama 
and Georgia, by inheriting the trade, might be 
converted to protection by the hopeof profits 
greater than those ever dreamed of by Pennsyl- 
vania manufacturers. The danger ot over-stim- 
ulation isasclear to Georgians as it ought to 
have been to Pennsylvanians, and they do not 
hope for an abandonmeut of the iron trade by 
the Keystone State. Just what action Congress 
shall or should take to satisiy both Pennsyiva- 
nia and the South in adjusting the tariff sched- 
ules no one ventures to suggest. 


“Sugar at a cent a pound” is the motto of 
some of the men who are enthusiastic in their 
assertions that sorghum sugur will yet be pro- 
duced at that rate. Much encouragement is 
found by advocates of sorghum culture in the 
report of Clinton Bozarth, an Iowa farmer. to 
the Agricultural Department. Mr. Bozarth 
rented 85 acres at Cedar Falls, Black Hawk 
County, at $250 an acre. For plowing, plant- 
ing, cultivating, cutting, hauling, and other ex- 
penses incidental to producing syrup afier the 
cane was cut, he reports the expense to have 
been $1,289. The yield of syrup from the 85 
acres was 9,860 gallons, which he sold for 50 cents 
a gallon, or $4,930. For 15 barrels of vinezar he got 
$90. The total value of the crop was $5,020 and the 
net value was $3,731. Having made no ailow- 
ance for interest on machinery, nor for the 
seed-heads and fodder, he explained that 
although not ripe enough to save tor seed he 
had 50 head of cattle and horses running in the 
sane fiel.) for50 days, that they bad done well with 
no other feed, and that there was feed ieft for 
some time yet. It was his opinion that the value 
of the fodder was equal to the interest on the 
machinery. Mr. Bozarth commends sorghum as 
nz good crop for Western farmers, for the reason 
that it yields not only cane, but seed, which is 
good tor .horses, cattle, and fowls; ** bagasse,” 
which ean be used for bedding for stock or for 
making paper; sugar that is infinitely better 
than glucose sugar, ape vinegar of excelient 
quality. He found that the syrup granulated 
well, buthe did not make sugar because the 
syrup sold so readily.

REDUCING THEIR OWN WAGES. 





MINERS RESUME WORK AT RATES FAR #é- 
LOW THE FORMER SCALE. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, June 3.—One year ago 
the great strike in the Hocking Valley was be- 
gun On account of a reduction in the price of 
mining from 70 to 60cents per ton during the 
Summer months. The history of that strike is 
well known to the country. Troops were called 
out to protect the lives and property of the 
citizens, and riot and bloodshed followed 
the withdrawal of the National Guard. Prop- 
erty. was destroyed, buildings were blown up 
with dynamite, and several lives were sacrificed. 
The various coal companies in the valley took 
new men into the mines, whose lives were pro- 
tected by Pinkerton guards. The Columbus and 
Hocking Valley Coal and Iron Company made 
contracts with its men to work one year at 
tne rate of 50 cents per ton. The strike 
finally expended its torce, business depression 
throughout the country rendered further 
ald from brotherhvods and unions out of 
the question, and when the end came but 
little work could be secured; there wus 
no demand for Mbor. A few weeks since the 
oid miners in the valley living near New-Straits- 
ville made a proposition to the aforementioned 
company that if the Straitsville mines were re- 
opened they would resume work and mine all 
the coal that could be disposed of at the rate of 
40 cents per ton. During the strike the mines 
at that place were fired and the company was in 
no haste to reopen them, as other mines in the 
iower vatiey were producing all the coal for 
which there was a market. The offer, however, 
wus accepted, as the Straitsvilie coal is superior 
for the lake trade, it being hard and less liable 
to waste. While the company referred to still 
pays its men 50 cents per ton in the lower valley, 
only 40 cents is paid at Straitsville. The truck 
system, which has been a source of much con- 
tention during the past 10 years, has been aban- 
doned by the syndicate, and wages are paid in 
money every week. The officers of the company 
assert that they would not return to the old sys- 
tem under any circumstances. 

The miners employed by the Coal Exchange in 
the valley having learned that the Straitsville 
men had voluntarily returned to work at 40 
cents, and appreciating the odds against them, 
advised the officers of this company that, begin- 
ning on Junel, they woulda work on a forty- 
cent basis. After a strike of nine months, there- 
fore, against a reduction from 70 to 60 cents per 
ton the same men have voluntarily resumed 
work at 40 cents. In the Sunday Creek Valley 
notices have been posted citing the action of the 
Hocking Valley miners and asking fora similar 
reduction, which will without doubt be ac- 
cepted. Very few of the furnaces in the Hock- 
ine Valley are nowin blast, and the managers 
state that there is but little encouragement to 
again set them in motion. 


NEW-ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 
~~ 
OF DISMANTLING THE VARIOUS 
BUILDINGS RAPIDLY GOING ON. 
NEw-ORLEANS, June 3—lIt’s marvelous 
how rapidly the work of dismantiing the Exposi- 
tion buildings is going on. A thousand work- 
men are busy packing and removing exhibits in 


the various buildings, and the entire establish- 


ment isfast becoming internally a total wreck. 
Much of the property of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the Patent Office, the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, the Coast Survey, and other Government 
departments is already packed, and the re- 
muinder is fast going into boxes and cases. 
In the various State exhibits a busy 
work of taxing down and removing property 
is going on with much activity. The great 
pyramids of fiour and grain in the sections of 
seversl of the Northwestern States have been 
taken down and carted off to pf merchants to 
whom they have been sold, and old familiar ob- 
jects that for the past six months have greeted 
the Exposition visitors have disappeared. In 
the main building the work of destruction goes 
on vigorously. All the electric lamps that had 
so long glorified Music Hall have been taken 
down, and Fort Edison, that had furnished the 
motive power and the electric current, is dis- 
armed of itsenginesand dynamos. Great progress 
has also been made in removing and boxing ex- 
hibits, and the red-capped vendors of the gen- 
uine olive wood from Jerusalem have made 
most commendable haste in packing their wares 
and getting away trom the cheeriess and deso- 
late Sabara into which the great fairis rapialy 
being converted. The Society of State Commis- 
sioners met to-day and were informed that the 
committee to reopen the Exposition had pledged 
$90,000, $2,000 for each State and Territorial Com- 
missioner, to carry them through the Summer, 
and the society voted to accept the gift, which 
comes to them in the form of a personal gra- 
tuity, conditioned upon their renewing the ex- 
hibit next year.

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POLITICS IN CONNECTICUT 


PROF. HADLEY’S APPOINTMENT 
PROVOKING HOSTILITY. 
FORCES WHICH ARE NOW OPERATING TO 

WEAKEN REPUBLICAN CHANCES IN THE 
NEXT SENATORIAL CONTEST. 

HARTFORD, June 3.—There is no escaping 

the fact that the appointment by Gov. Harrison 


“of Prof. Hadley as Chief of the Labor Bureau is 


not at all pleasing tothe Republican politicians 
of the State. The party newspapers bave 
labored hard to make the appointment popular, 
but quietly in most of the editorial rooms the 
selection is considered as a most impolitic one 
from a party standpoint. There is an attempt to 
makeit appear that the only dissatisfaction ex- 
isting isin the communistic element of the so- 
called Knights of Labor, but the appointment is 
looked upon as an offense against the labor in- 
terests by classes of workingmen, numbering 
several thousands in the State, whose sympa- 
thies are not with the element referred to. 
There does not exist perhaps any’ good reason 
why the selection of Prof. Hadiey should provoke 
this feeling of hostility; yet the fact that the 


laboring men teel themselves to be overlooked 
and ignored by the appointment of a theorist, 
with no sympathetic relation’ toward the work- 
ing classes, as they say and feel, must be 
acknowledged. Probably under his direction 
the bureau will be well managed without un- 
favorable discriminations against the working- 
men; but this counts for nothing in the present 
— of feeling, which is pretty sure to con- 
inue. 

The Republican politicians are'disgusted with 
the appointment, because they believe that its 
effect will be to greatly damage the party just at 
atime when everything helpful is needed in a 
close State like this to give at least a comforta- 
ble assurance that there is a fair chance to hold 
the State. A leading Republican said to THE 
TIMES'S correspondent to-day that he never 
knew a more impoliticthing done. ‘In the first 

lace,’’ he said, “there was no great need of a 
abor bureau, which had been tried and failed; 


“yet the Governor, in his message, desiring to 


please the laboring men, advised its re-establish- 
ment, and then upon getting the favorable action 
of the Legislature makes an appointment which 
offends the greater part of the workingmen of 
the State who wanted the bureau. He might 
have found aman who was something more than 
a political economist—one who could by practi- 
cal sense adjust difficulties, if any should exist, 
between employers and employed. He could 
have helped the party rather than have placed 
it in peril by a revolt throughout the State.” 
Theessence of this unfavorable criticism lies 
in the fact that it is a bad time now for the Re- 
publicans of Connecticut to make mistakes. The 
skirmish line of the next United States Senatorial 
contest, which must open in November of next 
year, will be tormed in November of this year 
by fixing things for the future and by some 
sharp fighting in the Senatorial districts where 
elections are to be held. Next year there will be 
a political battle fought in Connecticut which 
will shake the whole State. The Republican 
Party, if it hopes or expects to carry the Legis- 
lature, must have everything in its favor. It 
cannot afford to trust to any chances nor to take 
any risks. Obviously it must lose considerably 
by the changes already made and #0 be made by 
the new dministration, in the indifference 
which wiil follow retiring office holders, and in 
the activity which will take possession of new 
men, who will be anxious to show what they can 
do as evidence of their worthiness to hold offices 
vacated by “offensive partisans.” The 
Republican managers seem to be _ only 
half equipped for the fight. The  poli- 


ticians realize the dangers, but they do 
not seem to comprehend the rea! difficulties of 
the situation. In viewing the Senatorial contest 
many of them are blind to the operating forces 
which are developing to strengthen the Demo- 
cratic organization. he labor question is only 
one ot many complications. The Prohibition- 
ists will make mischief more than ever because 
of the Republican assaults upon St. Jobn last 
Fall, Thereisastrong undercurrent of oppo- 


sition in the Republican Party to the return of 
Senator Hawley, and the strangest thing about 
this is that the men who pretend to look after his 
interests are too busily engaged in other mat- 
ters, or are too du!l to make discoveries which 
ere patent to every close observer of party 
movements in the State. There is a good deal 
more danger of the Democrats capturing the 
Legislature next year than was apparent when 


they took possession of the whole State Govern- 
ment in 1873-4, and held on till 1877, and succeeded 
inthe meantime in getting both Barnum and 
Eaton into the United States Senate. Shrewd 
and observing politicians in the State will admit 
that this sketch of the situation is not exagger- 
ated. Much more might be said, but it will be 
profitable to waita while aud watch the move- 
ments of both sides before going intoa full dis- 
cussion of the whole matter. 

Surprise is expressed in this part of ‘the State 
at the ready response given by Senator Hawley 
himself and several of his intimate friends to 
the invitation extended to secure their attend- 
ance at the alleged complimentary banquet 
given to ex-Postmaster Sperry, of New-Haven, 
last week. It was a shrewdly managed affair. 
Invitations were sent out to sit around the 
board at $5 a plate. By the machinations of Mr. 
Sperry, who has some cunning as a politician 
and a great deal of persistence, Gen. Hawley 
was defeated as a candidate for United States 
Senator in 1868. Just before that, after the death 
of Lincoln, the New-Haven Postmaster followed 
Andrew Johnson almost over the border into 
the Democratic Party, but saved himself when 
it was apparent that the Johnson movement 
was to be a failure, just in time to be in 
a proper position to secure a _ reappoint- 
ment under the next Republican Adminis- 
tration. In 1872, after Gen. Hawley had 
fairly and squarely secured the Republican nom- 
ination for Senator, Mr. Sperry engineered a 
bolt which defeated him, and through his news- 
paper, the Palladium, which he had secured 
control of for the sole purpose of fighting Haw- 
ley, kept up an abusive fight for several years. 
Gen. Hawley, in his paper, the Courant, carried 
on a bitter warfare against his New-Haven 
assailant, and attacked him from all quarters in 
the meantime. In 1879, when Hawley was again 
a candidate, Sperry was at the front again and 
defeated him. Gen. Hawley was admired, and 
ispow by many, for his courage and uncom- 
promising spirit when he beiieves he is richt 
but Sperry would not be reconciled except by a; 
quasi confession of the unjustifiableness o 
the attacks made upon him in .Hart- 
ford, and when in 188) he went about 
New-Haven exhibiting what appeared to be 
an autograph ietter Gen. 
pledging in his that 
Garfield’s election be should be pushed for the 
position of Postmaster-General, he for the first 
time in nearly 20 years appeared to be recon- 
ciled, aud as one of the results or this reconcilia- 
tion Gen. Hawley obtained an election to the 
Senate in 1881, which by every rule of fair play 
in politics he ought to have had, without ques- 
tion, in 1872, and which he would have had four 
years earlier but for trickery in New-Haven. 
Republicans who stood warmly and consistently 
by Gen. Hawley through all the abusive contest 
waged tor years against him, and who them- 
selves felt as deeply burt as Gen. Hawley him- 
self could have possibly felt over his deteats, 
hang their beads a \ittle now when they think of 
tue “Sperry banquet,’’ with Gen. Hawiey paying 
homage vy his presence and by his eloquence to 
aman whom he has justly despised and who bas 
stabbed him at the most critical periods of his 
political life. 

Some of the State papers are discussing the 
relative merits of Mr. Barnum and David A, 
Wells as controlling elements in the direction of 
Federal appointments in Eastern Connecticut, 
Probably Mr. Wells has a good deal of in- 
fluence with some members of the Ad- 
ministration party. Indeed a _e gentleman 
told THz TIMES’S correspondent that Mr. 
Weils had shown him a letter from Post- 
master-Generai Vilas in which he was given to 
understand that bis recommendations with 
reference to appointments in the postal service 
would have great weight and would probably be 
tavorably considered. In one or two cases there 
is evidently a iittle clashing; but Mr. Bar- 
num will likely be recognized in all important ap- 
pointments. In this district Mr. Eaton has asked 
{ar but one appointment, that of Mr. Hathaway 
as Consul at Nice, and his request was granted. 
Mr. Hathaway has been in Mr. Eaton’s office for 
24 years. In the same office Mr. Eaton’s son, who 
has the Envelope Inspectorship in this city, has 
hada desk, and Charlies R. Chapman, who hase 
just taken possession of the Post Office here, oc- 
cupied a law office adjoining; but both of these 
last two appointments were recommended by 
Mr. Barnum and Mr. Burr. It is due to Mr. 
Eaton to say that he has not meddled with these 
matters. His friends think be made a great 
mistake in not accepting the Commissionership 
of Patents, which was offered to bim, and in 
which office he had control of about 600 ap- 
pointments.

Young Lewis said 
it was not loaded, and turned around to go back 
house. As he did so the ham- 
mer struck against a tree and the gun was dis- 
charged, thej ball striking Mrs. Remmel in the 
forehead and inflictinga wound that was pro- 
nounced fatal.

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A STILETTO’S DEADLY WORK. 


AN AUSTRIAN’S ASSAULT ON AN ITALIAN 


BAKBER, 

PHILADELPHIA, June 3.—A woman rushed 
out of P. Coffiero’s barber’s shop, at No. 2,318 
Market-street, about 9 o’clock this even- 
ine, and shouted to Officer Sankey, who stood 
on the corner, ‘Arrest that man! he 
has murdered my husband.” Ske pointed to a 
man who was calmly walking across Market- 
street and who halted at the corner of Twenty- 
third-street when he heard the woman’scry. The 
officer ran over and took the man into custody, 


and a bystander handed him a bioody stiletto, 
which he said the prisoner had just given 
him, The prisoner submitted calmly to ar- 
rest and was taken to the Twentieth Dis- 
trict Station, where he admitted having 
stabbed Frank Barbero, an Italian barber em- 
ployed in Coffiero’s shop. Two minutes before 
the woman, who was Barbero’s wife, alarmed 
the officer, Simon Calley. an Austrian, 
of No. 2,014 Cambridge-street, walked into 
the barber’s shop. Barbero, who was shaving a 
customer, dropped his razor and walked hurried- 
ly into a back room, whither he was followed 
by Calley. The latter closed the door with a 
bang, and drawing a long keen stiletto from 

is pocket, plunged it into the barber’s abdo- 
men to the hilt. As the latter stagvered back 
the assailant turned the blade and bored a 
frightful hole in the barber’s flesh, He 
then turned and walked out of the 
shop. He wag followed py _ Barbero, 
who gave the alarm to his wife. The wounded 
man was taken to the Presbyterian Hospital, 
where his wounds were pronounced fatal. 

At the station house the prisoner said that he 
had been looking for Barbero for the past year, 
and that when he entered the shop he did so 
with the intention of cutting his eyes out. The 
barber was too quick for him, however, and he 
formed the determination to stab him in a 
vital point. “I didn’t intend to kill him 
at first,’ he said; “I only wanted to cut 
his eyes out. I don’t care what they do 
with me. They can either shoot or hang 
me. only ask that the newspapers 
won’t call me an Italian.” The prisoner 
declares that his victim has been criminally in- 
timate with his wife for a long time, and charges 
him with the parentage of one of her three 
children. He claims to have obtained posses- 
sion of a letter written within the past few 
days that incontrovertably shows tnat a crim- 
inal relation has existed between the wounded 
man and his wife. There were no witnesses to 
the stabbing, and only the proprietor of the 
barber’s shop and his son, S. Coffiero, were in the 
place when Calley walked out with the bloody 
stiletto in his hand. The wounded man was not 
expected to live through the night.

FIREMEN BADLY INJURED ON THEIR WAY 


TO A FIRE. 

Hook and Ladder Company No. 12 left 
their quarters at No. 248 West Twentieth-street 
at 9:48 o’clock last night, in response to an 
alarm of fire sent out from the signal box at 
Eleventh-avenue and Thirty-third-street. Fore- 
man William Shaw, Assistant Foreman Charles 


Hoppen, and eight firemen were riding 


onthe truck. While going through Thirty-sec- 
ond-street, between Ninth and Tenth avenues, 
where there isa steep down grade, an excava- 
tion in the street was encountered and in en- 
deavoring to avoid it the truck was upset and 
all who were riding upon it were injured. The 
excavation bad been made by Plumber C. 
Sheehan, of No. 397 Ninth-avenue, who was en- 
gaged in making a sewer connection with 


the house at No. 481 West Thirty-second-street. 
The street was opened for nearly three-quarters 
the width, and paving stones and dirt were piled 
up over five feet high. Ontop of the pile a red 
lantern bad been placed as a danger signal. The 
lightin it, however, burned so dimly that the 
driver of the truck did notice the signal until he 
was within a few feet of the excavation. 

When the driver noticed the obstruction he 


drew the horses sharply. aside, The forward 
wheel struck the obstruction and the truck was 


upset, and Foreman Shaw and Fireman Nicholas 
Powers were caught under it. Thé foreman had 
bis left leg broken, his right ankle sprained, and 
his right shoulder dislocated. owers received 
internalinjuries. Assistant Foreman Hoppen was 
severely bruised. Ail the others were bruised, 
and several of them received severe cuts. Fore- 
man Shaw and Fireman Powers were taken to 
Roosevelt Hospital. The other men, after hav- 
ing their wounds dressed, remained on duty. 
The fire was a small one. 








OHIO PROHIBITIONISTS. 

Cotumsvus, Ohio, June 3.—The Voters’ 
Union met in convention here to-day, about 150 
delegates from all sections of the State being 
present. The Hon. Mills Gardner, the President, 
was unable to meet with the convention, but a 
letter was read from him urging the resubmis- 
sion to the people of the prohibitory amend- 
ment. Aseries of resolutions were adopted in 
which the future plans of union were outlined. 
They propose ** to oppose every attempt to draw 
the temperance force of the State to the sup- 
port of high license, graded license, or any mod- 
ification of that system, with an unalterable 
and uncompromising opposition; to secure 
Judges and Clerks of Elections in every 
voting precinct in the State upon whom 
we can rely for an _ honest count; to 
make every effort possible to secure to 
the voters of Ohio a resubmission without 
complication of the prohibitory amendment to 
our State Constitution. To these ends we invite 
the co-operation of all temperance organizations 
and all persons who are in sympathy with our 
objects. We pledge ourselves as members of the 
Voters’ Union, and we ask all friends of temper- 
ance throughout the State to stand with usin 
this purpose, to vote for such candidates for the 
General Assembly as will unequivocally commit 
themselves to the policy of submitting without 
complication to a vote of the people, at the ear- 
liest possible cate, a constitutional prohibition 
amendment, and to support such amendment. 
We ask the General Assembly, in submitting 
any amendment to the Constitution, to provide 
by law foracontest of the vote in case there 
— be reason to suspect fraud or error in the 
count.” 


RESUMING WORK ON THE CAPITOL. 


ALBANY, June 3.—Work was resumed on 
the Capitol this morning. Commissioner Perry 
put 550 men at work to-day, and expects to add 
100 menon Saturday. This will bethe regular 
working force during the Summer. The warm- 


hearted Commissioner has been driven nearly 
wild by the importunities of politicians, idle 
workmen, weeping widows, and determined 
mothers, who '.ave sought places for their needy 
friends or relatives. Many pitiful stories of 
suffering and want ure told by the unsuccessful, 
and as two fail where one, succeeds Mr. Perry, 
who is of a kindly and sympathetic nature, 
has an extremely difficult task to perform 
in making up his rolls. There is a good 
deal of growling among the Republicans 
who did not succeed in getting work, 
President McCarthy comes in for considerable 
abuse. It is said that he publicly disclaimed 
any intention of interfering with the patronage. 
As he expected to be a candidate on the State 
ticket this Fall he did not think it best to put 
himself in a position where he could be criti- 
cised. On these grounds he refused to help any 
of the panty leaders in Albany, and they are 
quite indignant at his neglect, especially as they 
assert that he privately secured good places for 
a dozen of his own followers from Syracuse. 
They believe they could have fared better if Mr. 
McCarthy and Speaker Erwin had acted in har- 
mony in pushing Republican claims. 


A SATISFACTORY SELEOTION. 
BuFFALO, June 3.—There is general ap- 
proval here, where the appointee is best known, 
of Attorney General O'Brien’s choice of the Hon. 
Charlies F. Tabor for his first deputy, to succeed 
Judge Maynard. Mr. Tabor, it was held, deserved 


recognition under Gov. Cleveland's administra- 
tion, and there was great d'svust on the part of 
Senator Titus and many other Democrats when 
Mr. Allen, of this city, was preferred to Mr. 
Tabor for Commissioner of the Court of Claims. 
The reason for that choice is generally believed 
to have been that Gov. Cleveland’s old law firm 
wanted Mr. Goodyear to replace Gov. Cleve. 
land as its advocate, and to get him it 
had to “take care ot” his partner. Mr. Allen. 
Perhaps the bad biood then created will be made 
good again by the present handsome recognition 
of Mr. Tabor. He will receive $4,000 a year and 
have some time to look after his practice here, 
Mr. Tubor’s universal repute here is that of an 
able lawyer, an honest man, anda good fellow.

The latter has made 
requests in several cases for an extension 
and for a withdrawal of the attachments, 
but has met with rather stern refusals, 
while fresh attachments are levied almost daily, 
Rumor has it that only one creditor,a New- 
York firm, obtained some sort of a satisfactory 
settlement by acting promptly on timely in- 
formation that the company was disposing of 
its stocks in a suspicious manner. All the 
other creditors are certain of only aiong strug- 
gie for their own.

WHY HE LEFT SALVADOR 


a 


PRESIDENT ZALDIVAR IN SEARCH 
OF RECREATION. 
HE TALKS ABOUT HIS TROUBLE WITH BAR- 
RIOS, AND SAYS HE STANDS WELL WITH 
HIS PEOPLE. 


Dr. Rafael Zaldivar, President of the 
Republic of Salvador, arrived in this city yes- 
terday from Panama on the steamer Acapulco. 
In his company were Carlos Salozar, a com- 
panion, and Col. R. Cobos, his Adjutant. They 
were driven to the Hotel Dam, and paid Ber- 
nard Biglin $7 to cart up their baggage. Then 
they gave him another $7 to take it to the Wind- 
sor, and thither they followed it. President 
Zaldivar took a suite of rooms on the ground 
floor, and when a reporter for THE TIMES called 
he was enjoying a cool draught behind the lace 
curtains of a window fronting on Firtth-avenue. 
The President looked anything but the treacher- 
ous Villain which some of the press dispatches 
represented him to be. Heis of medium height 
and rather stout, with a frank face, dark com- 
plexion, and dignified bearing. The account 
which President Zaldivar gives of himself and 
the recent troubles in his republic does not 
agree with the stories sent out from Salvador. 

* The relations,” said he, ** between Barrios and 
myself were, until quite recently, friendly, per- 
sonally and officially. In 1883 there was a con- 
ference at which we were both present in addi- 
tion to Commissioners from the Governments of 
Honduras, Nicaragua, and Costa Rica. At that 
meeting there was a printed proposition drawn 
up by which its subscribers agreed to do all in 
their power to bring about the confederation of 
the Central American States peacefully and 
without resorting to force of arms, and pledging 
themselves that no President of an individual 
Republic should, for the first term, be 
made President of the confederacy. Barrios and 
myself signed the agreement, The Commuis- 
sioners of the remaining republics refused to do 
80, for the reason, I have since learned, that they 
did not believe Barrios would keep his promise 
toleave the Presidency to another man for the 
first term. This opinion was formed judging 
him from past political conduct in part, and in 

art from the fact that he was of great am- 
ition and had made the union of the States his 
hobby. After our agreement I had many in- 
terviews with Barrios, and he always expressed 
his faithfulness to the terms of our agreement. 

“‘A few months previous to the trouble between 
our Governments Barrios secretly prepared him- 
self by importing large quantities of ammuni- 
tion and arms, and by increasing hisarmy. On 
Feb. 28 of this year he privately issued a decree 
deciaring himself chief of the Central American 
Union. The decree was sent to his Congress on 
March 5, where it was approved. The following 
day, when least suspecting anything of the kind, 
I learned of hisaction through public dispatches, 
and on the day after I received a telegram from 
him which coutained a list of men whom he had 
appointed to prominent offices in my republic, 
and which he asked me to recognize. I sum- 
moned my Congress, informed them of the 
condition in our national affairs, and asked 
their opinion as to the best course of action. 
They responded by giving me unlimited powers 
for the defense of the country. I proceeded to 
raise a volunteerarmy on a small nucleus af- 
forded by our standing army, and in eight days 

had a force of fighting men 18,000 strong. 
Meantime I had sent a commission to Barrios 
begging him to use only peaceful means, and to 
call a congress of the republics looking toa 
peaceful settlement on the question of contfed- 
eracy. He refused because he felt certain of his 
success. 

** After this Commissioners came to me from 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, and Honduras, offering 
assistance to repel the threatened invasion, 
which I accepted; but before they could get 
their armies to me the invasion had been accom- 
plished without even the formality of a declara- 
tion of war, and I was obliged to meet them 
alone, Our armies first met on April 1 in the 


Province of San Lorenzo, where the first battle 
was fought. When the sun went down we were 
still hard at work on the field, and only darkness 
compelled a mento cease. The first and sec- 
ord chiefs in Guatemala’s Legion of Honor 
were numbered among the many killed on the 
side of Barrios, while my men, having the ad- 
vantage of position, suffered little loss, In the 
second day’s battle, some of Barrios’s leading 


men refused to fight, and he was compelled 
himself to go to the front, where he lost his life. 
It was about 9 o’clock in the morning when he 
died, but his men fought on until dark and then 
retired under cover of the night. 

“ After their departure 1 offered to make a 
treaty with the Government of Guatemala, with 
the sole condition that her Ministers be deposed 
and others sutstituted. My conditions were ac- 
cepted and the treaty Made. Later there was an 
attempt to carry out the first idea of a peaceable 
confederacy, but Guatemala thought it would 
be impossible on her part, and the scheme fell 
through. 

“Then I ealled my Congress and sent in my 
resignation as President, which was refused. I 
repeated it time and again until I was given an 
extended leave of absence with no definite 
limit. Before leaving I called my highest sub- 
stitute, Gen. Figueroa, Minister of War, to take 
my place while [ was absent, and the Govern- 
ment will be conducted on the same policy as if 
I were at home.” 

* What was your object in leaving home?” 
President Zaldivar was asked. 

**I was worn out,” was the response, ** by nine 
years ofactive service, and after such a glori- 
ous triumph I thought I deserved a Little recrea- 
tion. Lexpect to join my family in Europe and 
will sail in a few days.” % 

A passenger who arrived on the same steamer 
with President Zaldivar said yesterday: “It was 
generally believed on our passage that Zaldivar 
was fleeing from the wrath of his country, and 
circumstances, by the way, increased my sus- 
picions. At La Libertad the Pacific Mail steamer 
which he expected had not arrived, and the 
Hamburg steamer Cosmos being 1n port he tried 
to secure passage on her. He was refused at 
first, but finally was permitted to sail after pay- 
ing $2,750 for the privilege. The ordinary pas- 
sage money 18 $80. On the way over he told me 
that he had left of his own volition and prefer- 
ence, but that he would never return.”’ 

When Dr. Zaldivar wastold what his fellow- 
passengers had said he admitted, without ap- 
parent concern, that he had paid the high price 
tor his passage, but added that it was because 
otherwise he would have been obliged to wait 
several weeks for a steamer. He said he had 
remarked that he would not be back soon, but 
denied that he ever said he would never return. 
He argued that if his people had _ill-feeling 
against him they would not have declined to ac- 
cept his resignation from the Presidency. ** There 
is good will between us,” he concluded, “for 
the reason that during the nine years I have been 
in power nota drop of blood, nor even a tear, 


has been shed over political troubles between the. 


Government and her subjects. Ihave devoted 
my time instead to the building of telegraph 
lines and railroads. The reports against me were 
gotten up oy the paid agents of Barrios.” 

The position ot Manendez and his followers 
was described by Dr. Zaldivar asa guerilla war- 
fare against a constituted power. The battle he 
was reported to have won was said to be simply 
araid. It was not believed that the war woula 
pe any effect on the building of the Nicaragua 

anal.

OBITUARY. 


DANIEL T. MURPHY. 

Daniel T. Murphy, one of the most 
prominent merchants of San Francisco, and an 
old forty-niner, died last night at the Windsor 
Hotel, in this city, where he had been stopping 
since Saturday last. For some time previous to 


leaving San Francisco Mr. Murphy had. been 
suffering from Bright’s disease. He le!t home in 
company with his physician, Dr. Chrismore, in- 
tending to take a trip to Europe on the steam- 
ship Etruria, which saits on Saturday next. Mrs. 
Murphy, who errived from England by the 
Etruria on Monday, was with him when he died, 
as were also two of his sons, a daughter, and his 
former associates in business, Mr. Eugene Kelly 
and Mr. Donohoe, the head of the great banking 
firm at San Francisco. 

Mr. Murphy was born at Albany in_1833, and 
when a mere boy left home for Kentucky. 
Reaching Lexington, he entered the employ of 
a brother of Eugene Kelly. In 1845 he left Ken- 
tucky and was employed by Eugene Kell 
Co. in their dry goods house at St. Louis. ere 
he remained until the Spring of 1849, when, 
prompted by the discoveries of gold in Califor- 
nia, he set out for the Pacific, taking the Santa 
Fé trail, via the Gila River. Early in the Fall 
of 1849 he reached San Diego, going thence to 
San Francisco in a small brig. For a few 
months he was engaged in business in a 
small way with a young friend, in which 
he accumulated some means. When, in 1850, 
Eugene Kelly & Co. established their dry goods 
house at San Francisco Murphy was taken in as 
a partner. In this business he displayed such 
marked ability and enterprise that in 1859, 
when Mr. Kelly and his partner, Mr. Donohoe, 
retired from this branch of business to found 
their banking house the business was trans- 
ferred to the firm of Murphy & Grant, com- 
posed of Mr. Murphy, Mr. Adam Grant, who 
had an interest in the former firm, and Mr. 
Thomas Breeze. The new firm established 
branches at Manchester, Paris, and New-York, 
and soon became the leading house on thé Pa- 
cific slope. 

Atter Mr. Murphy had risen to commercial 
success he revisited Lexington, and in 1857 mar- 
ried a lady of that city. Mr. and Mrs, Murphy 
returned to San Francisco, where they resided 
for many years. taking several trips to Europe 
at intervals. Mrs. Murphy several years ago 
took up her residence in London with her 
children, Mr. Murphy visiting them at least 
once « year, He was an ardent Roman 
Catholic, and for his services to the church 
was created by Pope Pius IX. a Knight 
of the Order of St. Gregory. He was 
subsequently elevated to the papal peerage as a 
Marquis. Four years ago Mr. Murphy’s eldest 
daughter was married with great pomp to Sir 
Charles Wolseley. Mr. Murphy leaves three 
younger daughters and three sons, Eugene, Dan- 
jel,and Samuel. There will be no funeral serv- 
icesin this city. Tbe body will be embalmed 
and sent.to San Francisco, where the last rites 
will be solemnized and the body laid to rest in 
the tomb at Lone Mountain Cemetery.

ARREST OF MRS. SUSAN R. BUCK AT THE 
BROOKLYN BRIDGE ENTRANCE. 

Mrs. Susan R. Buck, who has figured 
under a dozen different names and whose ex- 
ploits were told in THe Timers on Monday, was 
arrested yesterday by detectives. The woman 


had been living at Norwalk, Conn., but after 


the publication of her career in the papers 
she left there and went to Brooklyn. 
She was traced to that city througn 
the expressman who carried her baggage from 
the Grand Central Station. Yesterday afternoon 
the officers who were watching for her saw her 
at the Brooklyn entrance to the East River 
Bridge and there arrested her. At Police Head- 
quarters she said she was a music teacher and 
governess, 30 years old. She was locked upina 
cell after a long interview with her counsel, 
ex-Assistant District Attorney O’Byrne, for 
whom she sent immediately after her arrest. 

There are three complainants who have ex- 

ressed a willingness to appear against Mrs. 
Buck. It is alleged that on May 1 she went into 
the dressmaking establishment of Jennie R. Bish- 
op, on West Twenty-third-street, and gave an 
order for a dress. After she had been measured 
she left, and it was discovered that a silk dress 
valued at ‘$60 had disappeared. Mrs. Buck wore 
this dress when arrested yesterday. On May 6, 
under the name of Ellen Gray, she secured 
@ position as nurse in the family of Mr. 
David Stephenson, at No. 224 West Forty-sixth- 
street, through a forged letter of recommenda- 
tion. Three days later she left the house with- 
out notice, and took with her, it is charged, a 
gold watch and diamond pin valued at $100. 
Mrs. Buck subsequently boarded with Mrs. 
Louise M. Lewis, on Grand-street, Jersey City. 
She left there on May 15, and after her depart- 
ure _ worth of jewelry and $45in cash were 
missed.

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WARD IN GREAT DEMAND 


_—_ 
INDICTED BY THE GRAND JURY 
FOR GRAND LARCENY. 

;THE $1,000,000 IN SECURITIES HE TOOK 
FROM THE MARINE BANK-—WHAT IT 
MAY COST THE CITY TO CONVICT HIM, 

The Grand Jury, after examining Nathan 
D. Dabo, Assistant Cashier of the defunct Ma- 
rine Bank; Irving Fish, John D. Fish, and other 
witnesses, found an indictment on Tuesday 
afternoon against Ferdinand Ward for grand 
larceny in the first degree. The indictment con- 
tains a number of counts, but the principal one 
is founded on the fact, which appeared on the 
recent trial of James D. Fish, that one after- 
noon Ward went into the vaults of the Marine 
Bank and took therefrom a gripsack containing 

_ nearly $1,000,000 worth of securities, which he 

had hypothecated with the bank as collateral 

forleans. The complaint in the case is made by 

Assistant District Attorney Ambrose H, Purdy, 

who affirms that he has investigated the trans- 

actions of Ward and discovered the larcenies 
alleged against him. 

The indictment was presented to Recorder 
Smyth, in Part II., of the Court of General Ses- 
sions, and he immediately issued a bench war- 
rant for the arrest of Ward, and ordered the 
case to be transferred to the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer for trial. Asthe bench warrant issued 
by the Recorder is ineffective to get Ward 
out of Ludlow-Street Jail, where he is held 
by the Sheriff on the orders of arrest in the 
suitsof J. Nelson Tappan and William H. Bing- 
ham against him, Judge Barrett issued a writ of 
habeas corpus directing the Sheriff to produce 
him in the Court of Over and Terminer at 10 
o’clock this morning, He will then be called on 
to plead tothe indictment. against him, and an 
argument will be heard by Judge Barrett as to 
whether the criminal bench warrant should not 
supersede the civil orders of arrest, and, hence, 
whether Ward’s abode should not be the Tombs, 


rather than a Juxurious room in the county jail, 
pending bis trial for the criminal offense charged 


inst him. 

“et is understood that the District Attorney has 
been anxious forsome time to secure the in- 
dictment of Ward, and has been seeking. with 
that end in view, to get a copy of the testimony 
taken in the Fish trial, but was deterred by the 
fact that the stenographer wanted $810 fora 
copy, more than the District Attorney felt war- 
ranted in expending for the pu e. 

Ward was put into Ladiow-dtrest Jail May 
22, 1884, on an order of arrest ina suit begun b 
the late J. Nelson Tappan to recover $200,000, 
which Mr. Tappan asserted had been wrongfully 
appropriated by the prisoner. He has been un- 
able to give bail, which was fixed at $300,000, and 
he has ever since occupied the room formerly 
used by William M. Tweed. It has been asserted 
by many persons that the arrest in the Tappan 
suit was engineered by Ward’s friends with the 
object of saving him from a criminal prosecu- 
tion, and this has certainly been the effect until 
now, whatever was the intention. 

John R. Dos Passos is the counsel for the 
laintiff in the suit on which Ward is now heid 
a Ludlow-Street Jail. When informed of the 
indictment yesterday and asked how it would af- 
fect the interests of his client, Mr. Dos Passos 
said: “I hold asa matter of law that until our 
claim is settled we are entitled to have Mr. Ward 
kept in confinement in Ludlow-Street Jail. If 
‘the District Attorney chooses to take him out of 
our custody and make the city responsible for 
our claim, he will do it, I suppose, with his eyes 
open. Speaking as a citizen only, I should be 
very sorry to see the city placed in such a posi- 
ition as the criminal trial and conviction of Ward 
would involve it in.” 

“Shall you take any steps to prevent his trial 
on the indictment?” the reporter asked. 

“I probably should not go into court to op- 
pose it, but I hold that I can keep this man 
under our own control until our claim against 
him is satisfied. If the city takes him from us it 
‘will be liable to us for tbe money which he owes 
us. That is my position, and I shall certainly 
maintain it.” 

District Attorney Martine, when the position 
,of Mr. Dos Passos was explained to him, leaned 

‘pack in his chair and smiled. After » moment's 
‘thought he said: ** Mr. Dos Passos and I were 
classmates, and I know him to be a very good 
Jawyer, but Ican't for the life of me think of 
any legal grounds on which he can base so ex- 
traordinary a position. Atall events, this office 
will not be frightened out of doing its duty 
in the Ward matter—assuming that an in- 
dictment has been found, which, of course, 
I don’t admit—by any threats of future pecu- 
niary trouble for the city. I don’t want to place 
the city under any more expense than is abso- 
jutely necessary, but I hardly think I should 
include Mr. Dos Passos’s claim in estimating the 
i expense of prosecuting Ferdinand 
ard. 

The District Attorney added that the reason 
an indictment had not been obtained up to the 
present time was that he could not get a com- 
plainant or any testimony against Ward, 





SUING MISS HOYT FOR DAMAGES.

A BILL COLLECTOR SAYS SHE KEPB HIM 
LOCKED UP FOR 17 HOURS. 


George C. Simons has resorted to the Su- 
perior Court for redress for an injury which, he 
asserts, Miss Mary Irene Hoyt, the litigious 
faughter of the late Jesse Hoyt, has put upon 
him. His story is peculiar. As collector tor W. 
W. Wall, he says, he went to Miss Hoyt's home, 
Wo. 454 Lexington-avenue, “to collect a small 
bill for confectionery,” on Aprill4. He rang 
the bell, and the door was opened by Miss Hoyt. 
He presented his bill, advancing at the same 
time into the house. Miss Hoyt grew excited, 


locked the door behind him. caused her servant 

bar it, and declared that she would 
not let him leave the house, but would put him 
“ina third floor room, furnished with a blue 
suit of furniture.” It does not appear that 
Miss Hoyt fully carried out her threat, for no 
further reference is made in the complaint to 
the “third floor room, furnished with a blue 
suit of furniture.’ Simons merely adds that he 
‘was imprisoned 1n her house from about noon of 
oneday until 5 A. M. of the next, when he got 
A4nto the yard, through the kitchen, and escaped 
over a rearfence. For all this he wants $5,000

rson, who perhaps was Simons, invaded her 
ome with a bill from W. W. Wall, virtually de- 
manded its payment, and said he would remain 
until it was paid. How long he remained she 
does not say, but she insists that he voluntarily 
imprisoned himself. Furthermore, she says, a 
rson whom she believes to have been her 
violent visitor and the piaintiff recently called 
on her mother and exacted $50 as a consideration 
for dropping whatever claim be assumed to have 
ggainst her.

MR. MARSHALL MAKES CORRECTIONS. 
Jehn Marshall, the father of Jesse Mar- 
shall, of Rossville, Staten Island, an account of 
whose arrest for an attempted assault upon 
Myra Marshall was given in yesterday's TIMES, 
said yesterday that the published statements of 
the case were incorrect in almost every particu- 
lar. * The facts are these,” he said: ** Myra,who 


isnot the niece of Jesse nor any relative what- 
ever, is intimate with Jesse’s wife. This bas not 
been approved by Jesse. On Thursday last Myra 
Called at Jesse’s house witha diminutive garment 
which sbe had made. When she found 
out that Mrs. Marshall was not at home 
she told Jesse what she had, but declined to 
show it. He declared he would see it, and at- 
tempted to take it from her.

This was all that 
happened. When her brother—Oscar, not, as 
described, P. K.—heard of the matter the next 
day he threatened to shoot Jesse, and the latter 
made a charge against him before Justice 
Turner. Oscar was held in $1,000 bail. On be- 
half of my son | waived his examination.”

THE $235,000 LOANS FOR THE ATLANTIC 
STATE BANK TO NELSON ROBINSON & CO, 
Lawyer Francis L. Stetson, with the aid 

of a tableful of the books of the Metropolitan 

National Bank, endeavored yestérday, before 

Referee Hamilton Cole, to draw from ex-Presi- 

dent George I. Seney some further explanations 

concerning the loans of $235,000 made to the firm 
of Nelson Robinson & Co. foraccount of the 
defunct Atlantic State Bank, of Brooklyn. Mr. 

Seney said that in each of the loans in question, 

although the tickets bore uo direction, the 


money went at once to the credit of Nelson 
Kobinson & Co, “ Why didn’t you fill in the 
ticket placing the money to their credit ?” Mr. 
Stetson asked. ** Would not this have been done 
in the ordinary course of business ?”” ‘ 

“In the ordinary course this would have been 
done. As nothing appears on the ticket, it is 
certain I told the note teiler to credit itto Nel- 
son Robinson & Co. It was done to save the 
troubie of writing it out.” 

** When would it appear on the books?” 

“Sometimes it would go direct to their ac- 
count, sometimes be paid to them in cash,” 

“Was it not an unusual thing to pay such 
large amounts in cash ?"” ’ 

“It was done. I can’t remember how many 
times. Ordinarily, it would go to their credit by 
checks or by entry.” 

Mr. Stetson drew Mr, Seney’s attention to the 
fact that of the loan of Auzw. 2, 1883, for $40,000, 
and Aug. 7, 1883, for $35,000, there was only 
credited 000 and $25,000 to Nelson Robinson 
& Co., and that on Sept. 13, the date of the loan 
for $50,000, $47,000 was credited to the account of 
Mr. Seney himself. 

*“ Were you nota large borrower at the bank 
yourself,”’ Mr. Stetson asked, 

“No, Sir. This lastentry may have referred 
to money from outside sources, or from other 
loans made, or have been money deposited for 
my account.” 

** Suppose Nelson Robinson & Co, owed you 
$47,000, and you drew on the account of the 
Atlantic State Bank for $50,000, would not the 
credit appear in that way ?”’ 

* It might.’ 

* Who askea 
by these loans? 

**So far as I can recollect, no one, 
asked the firm to take it.”

“T should think not. I was almost always in 
their debt for the stocks they were carrying for 
me. J hada direct business interest in seeing 
them provided with funds.” 

Mr. Stetson then asked if the failure of Nel- 
son Robinson & Co. as early as May 14 would 
not have involved the witness’s failure. 

“It would. Ishould have been seriously em- 
barrassed for a long time previous in case of 
disaster to them. I cannot now teil what I 
migbt have doneto save myself. Any trouble 
to them would have resulted in serious loss to 
me.” 

* Were you not, down to May, 1884, assisting 
them ?” 

**They had the use of my securities for bor- 
rowing elsewhere.” 

**In cash or speculative transactions ?” 

“Speculative; on margin abundantly se- 
cured.” 

Mr. Stetson then gave notice that he should 
subsequently make the point that the last loan 
in December, 1883, was not properly secured, and 
that he should put in evidence that the custom 
of the bank had not been followed in either call- 
ing in the loans, demanding more margin, or 
selling out the collateral. Taking up the loan 
of Sept. 13, 1883, for $75,000, Mr. Stetson referred 
to an entry in the loan book of $75,000 paid to 
the West Side Bank. 

Mr. Seney—I remember about that. I madea 
loan for a Mr. Crane, a customer of the West 
Side Bank, to Nelson Robinson & Co. It was 
called and paid by the transfer of theloan to the 
Atlantic State Bank.

SURROGATE ROLLINS REFUSES TO PROBATE 
MRS. GILLENDER’S WILL. 

Surrogate Rollins has rendered a de- 
cision in the case of the contested will of Mrs. 
Augusta Gillender by which the daughter of 
the testator was disinherited, the property, val- 
ued at $80,000, going to her son-in-law, the Mar- 
quis of San Marzano. The Surrogate denies the 
probate of the duplicate will offered. 

The Marquise of San Marzano, to whom the 
property of her mother, derived from the Lovett 
estate, will now revert, was married 14 years 
ago, while traveling in Italy with her mother, 
to the Marquis, a dashing officer of the Italian 
Army. Her father was Eccles Gillender, a to- 
bacconist, of this city, who amassed wealth in 
his business. The marriage was solemnized 
with great pemp, and for several years the fam- 
ily resided abroad. Eight years ago they re- 
turned to New-York and have since resided here. 

In the Summer of 1888 the Marquis and his 
wife separated owing to domestic infelicities, 
The husband took with him the two elder chil- 
dren and the younger remained with the mother. 
Mrs. Gillender kept on the best of terms with her 
son-in-law, and made a will in his favor. The 
instrument was drawn in duplicate by Mr. F. N. 
Bangs, of the firm of Bangs & Stetson, and wit- 
nessed by his partner and one of the clerks. One 
copy was retained by Mrs. Gillender and the other 

iven by her to the Marquis. About a month 

fore Mrs. Gillender’s death she destroyed the 
copy in her possession, and the duplicate, the 
probate of which has now been _ retused by the 
Surrogate, was retained by the Marquis. Messrs. 
Van Schaick, Gillender & Stoiber, who for 
years had been the counsel of Mrs. Gillender, 
were the counsel for the Marquise in the pro- 
ceedings before the Sirrogate.

MARINES BACK FROM THE ISTHMUS. 

The steamship Acapulco, of the Pacific 
Mail Line, which arrived yesterday from Aspin- 
wall, brought 145 men of the First United States 
Marine Battalion, who were sent to the isthmus 
to protect American interests soon after the 
breaking out of the recent troubles there. Lieut, 


R. B. Peck, of one of the United States vessels at 
Aspinwall; Ensign W. Uhambers, Surgeon J. H. 
Marshall, and 17 seamen of the Tennessee also 
came on the Acapulco. Several of the latter 
party came home on sick leave. 

The marines, as a rule, did not look as well 
as when they left the Navy Yard in April. Oneof 
them said they would undoubtedly have got 
along a greai deal better if they had been allowed 
a little groz, but strict orders had been given to 
the Quartermasters not to serve out any liquid 
rations of this description. Several of the offi- 
cers also looked as if the climate had not 
agreed with them. All seemed very glad 
to get back to a northern port. One of the 
navy yard boats conveyed the marines from the 
Acapuico to their barracks at the navy yard. 

Among the other passengers of the Acapulco 
were several former residents of Central Ameri- 
ca, who left that country to find homes where 
there was more security for life and property.

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ANGEMEIER IN COURT 
a 
HIS STAINED SHIRT PRODUCED 
IN EVIDENCE, 

TESTIMONY THAT THIS WAS NOT CAUSED 
BY BLOOD, BUT BY A LOTION TO KILL 
MOSQUITOES—REMANDED. 

The mosquitoes at Whitestone, Long 
Island, are fat and ferocious. During the 
Summer they depend for existence upon the 
stranger who enters their domain, and they 
make it very warm for him. George Ange- 
meier, who is charged with the killing of the 
drug clerk Robert H. Hands, has a cousin 
living at Whitestone, and he has been in the 
habit of spending his Summer vacation there. 
Augemeier was intimately acquainted with 
the bloodthirsty character of Whitestone 
mosquitoes, and before paying his cousin a 
visit last Summer laid plans to circumvent 
them. He prepared an ointment which prom- 
ised comfort for him and death to the mos- 
auitoes. It was of a reddish color, and 
when he rubbed some of it on his arms 
it discolored his shirts. When the police ar- 
rested Angemeier on Monday they examined 
his clothing. In the washtub they found a shirt 
on the arms of which there were reddish stains. 
They took the shirt and cautioned Joseph 
Winkler and his family, of which Angemeier 
was a member, to say nothing to Angemeier 
about the garment. The police had made up 
their minds that the stains were blood and that 


the prisoner had worn the shirt when he at- 
tacked Hands, as they thought. 

When Angemeier was produced in the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer before Judge Barrett 
yesterday on a writ of haheas corpus, Capt. 
Eakins referred in his affidavit to this shirt 
as a strong point against the prisoner. 
The shirt was produced. Every one in the 
crowded court room tried to catch at leasta 

limpse of it. Angemeler sat at a table near 

is counsel, William F. Howe. He lookedat the 
shirt in a casual way. lts appearance in court 
did: not seem to disturb him atall. Although 
confident of acquittal, he was in no humor to 
smile, even when his brother-in-law Winkler 
offered to produce other garments of his which 
were stained in the same way. After Mr. Wink- 
ler had explained that the stains were made by 
a medical preparation intended to exterminate 
mosquitoes, Mr. Howe asked for Angemeior’s 
discharge. His client, he claimed, was improp- 
erly held, as there was no proof that he was im- 
plicated 1n the murder of Hands. 

Judge Barrett said he would remand Ange- 
meier to the custody of the police until this 
afternoon, There should in the meantime be an 
examination accorded to him in a police court. 
If it were demied him he would discharge him 
from arrest. Only the grave character of the 
charge deterred him from discharging him at 
once. Angemeier’s shirt has been given to Dr. 
Cyrus Edson, who will determine whether the 
stains upon it were made by blood. After leav- 
ing the Court of Oyer and Terminer Angemeier 
was taken to the Tombs, where Justice O’Reilly 
remanded him again until to-day. Krom the 
court he was taken again to the Leonard-street 
station. 

Druggist Crawford is most anxious that “the 
right man’ should be arrested and quickly. 
Most of his time is occupied in answering ques- 
tions. His store is never empty, yet his business 
has fallen away since the murder. People come 
to talk rather than to buy. Few pass the store 
without halting and looking in. Mr. Crawford 
still holds to the theory that the murder was 
committed by some one with whom Hands was 
acquainted. e thinks that the murderer must 
have sat talking to Hands for some time. He 
does not believe that Hands would have admitted 
a stranger into the rear room. Not a few 
people think that Hands was killed by some one 
who found the front door ajar and entered for 
the purpose of robbery. A resident of the neigh- 
borhood told Mr. Crawford yesterday that some 
time ago he wanted a prescription filled after 
midnight. He foundthe front door ajar and en- 
tered the store. Walking into the rear room, in 
which Hands was killed, he found him in bed 
and asleep. He finally succeeded in waking him 
and getting what he required. Hands was care- 
jess about closing this door as well as the ceilar 


door. 

Other theories are that Hands was killed by a 
lunatic and by some one who bad “a grudge 
against him. These theories are based upon the 
character of the murder, and those who enter- 
tain them hold that in no other way can the 
peculiarly atrocious character of the assassina- 
tion be accounted for. While it is not known 
that Hands had an enemy, his reticence about 
family affairs leads some to think that he may 
have had and kept the fact asecret from his 
wife. The latter knew nothing about Hands’s 
relatives in this country, and did not believe that 
he had any until she read about them in THE 
TIMES. 

It is considered strange that the dead man 
lived so poorly. He had three rooms on the top 
fioor ef the old brick house that stands opposite 
the drug store. The turniture in them was 
nearly all given him by Mr. Crawford. There is 
no carpet on the floors. The food eaten by the 
family was of the pvlainest description. Hands 
was paid $17 per week by Mr. Crawford, yet he 
had nomoney. As he was not known to have 
any bad habits the question remains what be- 
came of his money. Mr. Crawford said yes- 
terday that he understood Hands did 
send money to England for a_ while 
in payment of a debt. He had no 
money when he arrived here -the last time, 
while on his first visit his pockets were full, and 
it was understood that he was in very comforta- 
ble circumstances. His wife knows little of his 
history, and is therefore unable to give informa- 
tion that might posssibly lead to the detection 
of the murderer. The policeare all at see, and 
therefore decline to talk about the case. Mrs. 
Hands does not wish to return to England until 
her husband’s murderer has been’ captured. 
Albert H. Dorr has been instrumental in raising 
$150 for her. 


SKIPPER FEARON PLEASED. 
Skipper Fearon, who handled the stick 
aboard the catamaran Iris in her races with 
the Jessie, was very well pleased with himself 
and the boat last evening. When he rounded 
the juages’ boat at Bedloe’s Island he was the 


winner of the third race in the series, having 
sailed to wg Hook and back in 7 minutes 
and 52 seconds Jess time than that made by Skip- 
per Hughes on the Jessie. 

The signal fur starting the race was given at 
12:39 o’clock, and the Jessie crossed the line at 
12:41:02, the Iris following 29 seconds later. It was 
a“ dead beat” all the way down, and both boats 
stood over toward Bay Ridge on the first tack, 
but came aboutina few moments and headed 
toward Kili von Kull to take advantage of the 
ebbing tide.

LICENSE BUREAU ACCOUNTS. 


RESULTS OF AN INVESTIGATION BY THE 
COMMISSIONERS OF ACCOUNTS. 

A report of an examination by the Com- 
missioners of Accounts of the accounts and 
methods of the Bureau of Licenses for the period 
from May 1, 1882, to Dec. 31, 1884, has been sent 
to the Mayor, During that period 68,863 licenses 
were granted and accounted for, and 20 granted 
and not accounted for. The amount of money 
paid into the Treasury was $270,736 50. For the 
20 licenses not accounted for the books show the 
receipt of $43 75. The books of the office also 
show the receipt of $26 75 more than was paid 
into the Treasury. On the other hand there are 
instances of overpayment by the Marshal, 
amounting in all to $46 50. The Commissioners 
account for these errors by an insufficient cleri- 
cal force and a loose system of bookkeeping. 
The books are now in good order and more 
accuracy seems to have been observed of late. 

The Commissioners note that the number of 
licensés and the amount of money received was 
less last year than in 1888. Whether this was the 
result of hard times ora less rigid enforcement 
of the ordinances they are unable tosay. The 
receipts from the imposition of fines for viola- 
tion of ordinances, which used to be consider- 
able, are now trifling, only $5 having been re- 
ceived last year. 

The report called special attention to the fact 
that the Sixth and Ninth avenue horse car lines 
are the only ones paying license fees to the city, 
although all the lines except those paying 8 per 
cent. on their gross receipts. or those wnich pur- 
chased their franchises from the city, are liable to 
annual license fees. Although the Ninth-avenue 
line is required to pay $25 a car annuall 
only $20 has been’ charged or _ ool- 
lected. ‘* Licenses,” the report says, ‘“‘ap- 
pear to be exacted from certain car drivers 
without any authority of law. Half-rate re- 
newal licenses for special coaches, carriages, and 
cabs have also been granted without authority 
of law.”” The Commissioners took the testimony 
of Marshal Byrnes and Second Marshal George 
Brown. Many of the corporation ordinances 
affecting the bureau are, they say. °° incon- 
gruous, impracticable, and probably in conflict 
with the supreme law.” The Commissioners re- 
commend revision and consolidation of these 
ordinances, and submit such a revision prepared 
by Mr, Brown. They further recommend “ that 
all licenses be prepared under the direction of 
the Mayor and furnished to the Bureau of 
Licenses through the Controller, who shall 
charge the same to the Marshal and hold him 
accountable for the money value thereof.” All 
badges, they think, should also be furnished 
through the Controller. ° 





THE UNDERTAEKERS READING PAPERS. 

Grave and reverend undertakers learn- 
edly discussed the details of their business yes- 
terday in the Grand Opera House. The proceed- 
ings of the convention were opened with prayer 
by the Rev. Dr. Edward McGlynn, and then 
Dr. W. J. Robinson delivered an illustrated ad- 
dress on embalming, in which he discussed at 
length the anatomical features of the human 
body. Mr. J. M. Hopper, of Brooklyn, talked 
about **The Objects of and Possible Attain- 
meuts by the Association.””’ He urged the ben- 
efits accruing from the New-York State 
Undertakers’ Association. It tended to ele- 
vate the character. of the men in 
the business, and had social advantages that 
were not to be despised. An address was de- 
livered in the afternoon by Charles A. Benedict 
onembalming.
